The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Ch'anville.—(Received October 1.)

My Lord, Therapia, September 26, 1882. 

IN obedience to your Lordsliip’s instructions, I communicated to the Porte the 
substance of your telegram No. 589, which stated that, in view of the rapid and 
complete submission of the rebels, Her Majesty’s Government contemplated an early 
commencement of the withdrawal of the British troops, and presumed that 
His Majesty would think that, the emergency being passed, it was now unnecessary to 


send troops. 

I have also communicated to the Sublime Porte the substance of your Lordship s 
telegram No. 591, expanding the foregoing telegram, and directing me to convey in 
courteous terms the permission given to me by Her Majesty’s Government to drop the 
negotiations respecting the Convention. 

I reply, I have received a note from Saul Pasha, copy of which I inclose, in which 
his Excellency thanks your Lordship for the friendly expressions contained in your 
communications. He emits an earnest hope that the ancient friendship between 
Turkey and England may be preserved and strengthened, and he alludes in a tone of 
satisfaction to the successful efforts recently made by England for the restoration of 


order and good Government in Egypt. 

In conclusion, his Excellency, reverting to the announcement in my communi¬ 
cation to him as to the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to make a com¬ 
mencement in the retirement of the British troops, addresses to me an inquiry 
as to what date has been fixed upon for the accomplishment of the above-mentioned 

evacuation. _ t , 

I do not propose answering his Excellency’s note until I receive your Lordslup s 
instructions as to the terms in which I am to reply to it.

THE steam-boat with the porters arrived yesterday, and was immediately sur¬ 
rounded by launches filled with police. Great pressure was brought to bear on the 
captain to turn them off his ship, hut he refused, the men themselves being unw illin g 
to leave. As the steamer, however, leaves to-morrow, they will have to go on shore 
to-day. I have protested against their ill-treatment. It would not he consistent with 
our dignity or honour that we should allow them to be persecuted for having taken 
service with us.

Chciif Pasha has given me a new draft Decree. 

The preamble is the same as in the draft Decree inclosed with No. G05 of the 8th 
ultimo. 

The ist Article is also the same as in the first Decree, as far as regards the first 
paragraph. The present Decree omits the second paragraph altogether. 

The 2nd Article of the first Decree is maintained, and forms the 2nd Article of 
the present Decree. 

The 3rd Article of present 'Decree fixes the number at twelve, a Greek and a 
Representative of the remaining Powers being added to the number mentioned in the 
first Decree. It also provides for election of a Vice-President to act in case the 
President be prevented. 

The 4th Article runs as follows:— 

. . ^ .decree issued in agreement between the Powers represented on Com¬ 

mission ot Liquidation and our Government will determine by what means and from 
what resources the settlement of the indemnities shall bo met.” 

The following addition has been made to Article 5 :— 

“ The Commission will liavo full power to proceed to the examination of the 
claims wfiicli are presented; it may employ any persons whose services are required 
for its labours. 1 

Article 6 is unaltered. 

The present Decree is accompanied by a Memorandum explaining the motives 
for the provisions contained in Article 4 and the necessity of retaining Article 2. 

In the latter case reference is made to the reasons already assigned in Ch^rif 
Pashas note of the 8th ultimo to the precedents set by countries incomparably richer 
than Egypt, and to the impossibility of accepting claims which have no limit and can 
neither be proved nor controlled. Their assessment is impracticable, and it is beyond 
the means of the Government to satisfy them. 

The Memorandum adds that one point appears indispensable, viz., to maintain 
the integrity of the revenues assigned to the public administration by the Law of 
Liquidation.

International Claims Commission. 

I have told Dutch Minister that Her Majesty’s Government would make the 
recommendation. 

It seems fair that smaller Powers who have large claims should have some voice 
in the matter. 

It was on representations from Belgian Government that I instructed you to 
recommend addition of one Delegate to represent jointly minor Powers other than 
Greece. Dutch Minister has now made similar application. 

The comm uni cation of the Decree to minor Powers does not necessarily entail 
unlimited delay if they do not take advantage of it.

THE Sultan sent his Eoreign Minister last night to ask for a reply to the query 
of the Porte, transmitted in my despatch No. 938 of the 26th ultimo, as to the date of 
the evacuation of Egypt. 

His Excellency then said that a secret Council had been held at the Palace, at which 
only three Ministers were present, when it was debated whether the Porte should make 
an appeal to Europe in reference to Egypt; that the Sultan overruled the opinion of 
some of his advisers, had insisted that the only policy for Turkey was a close alliance 
with Great Britain, and that he had now come to offer it in His Majesty’s name. 

I replied that this was the third time a similar proffer had been made, and that 
the preceding ones had proved [ ? ] futile. 

His Excellency then enlarged on our former friendly professions, but I recalled to 
his memory the perverse attitude subsequently assumed by the Porte, which must be 
considered to have neutralized the force of the expressions to which he referred. He 
admitted this, and called it “ fatality.”

IT is my duty to warn your Lordship that a change seems to be threatening in 
the feeling of this Government towards Great Britain. 

I seem to detect symptoms of disappointment at the want of notice taken of their 
advances, and an impatience to know what return they may expect for consenting, 
should it bo necessary for them to consent, to great changes in Egypt. 

They seem to think still that the changes to which they may be invited to agree 
will, by tho force of events, be greater than Her Majesty’s Government themselves 
desire, or intended, and that, if they have nothing to show elsewhere in return, the 
Chambers will be inexorable in November. 

The principal danger for M. Duclerc comes, as already explained in previous 
despatches, from M. Wilson and tho Elysde, whose friendship with M. de Ereycinet is 
now openly manifested. 

M. Duclerc’s fall will therefore probably lead to a Wilson-Ereycinet Ministry, 
the natural anti-English tendency of which will be confirmed by the failure of 
M. Duclerc. 

It is, of course, very doubtful whether, under any circumstances, M. Duclerc can 
weather the opening storms of the Session; but his only chance, as far as I can see, 
is that he should be able to show the country, whose two all-pervading desires to-day 
are peace and speculations, that, while keeping well with England, he has secured for 
Eraneo sufficient elscwliero to prevent an outcry of tho Chauvins, and that in the 
death of the Joint Control other measures have been taken which will equally insure 
the material interests of the bondholder. 

He has only a month to prepare for tho Parliamentary battle ; and, if ho suspects 
England will not help him, lie may not improbably seek, with equal energy, elsewhere 
the support he had hoped to gain from her friendship. 

I trust your Lordship will not consider me as expressing any opinion. I merely 
desire to place as plainly as I can before Her Majesty’s Government the present state 
of things as influenced by the necessities of party warfare in Eraneo. 

The Gambettist papers arc growing more defiant; but I still continue to be of 
opinion that too much importance must not bo given to what they say.

MY despatch of the 11th July last brought down the history of recent events 
in Egypt to the moment when the threatening character of the military preparations 
at Alexandria had forced Her Majesty’s Government to instruct the Admiral in com¬ 
mand of the British fleet to demand the temporary surrender of the forts for the 
purpose of being disarmed. This demand not having been complied with, tlio attack 
upon the forts commenced on the 11th July, and was continued on the 12th until 
a white flag was hoisted, under cover of which the Egyptian troops retired from 
Alexandria, letting loose the convicts, and leaving the town to be pillaged and set 
on fire. 

Pull notice of the intended action of the fleet had been given by your Excellency 
to the Turkish Government, and in the night of the lOth-llth July the Eoreign 
Minister called upon you to urge that the bombardment should be countermanded, 
stating that a change of Ministry had taken place, and that a satisfactory solution 
■would be proposed within a few hours. The Turkish Ambassador read mo a 
telegram from the Porte in the same sense on the following day, but these com¬ 
munications came too late—the ships had already opened fire. The nature of the 
promised solution was never made known to Her Majesty’s Government. 

Meanwhile, the Representatives at Constantinople were awaiting instructions 
from their Governments as to the identic note inviting the Porte to intervene in Egypt 
which had been adopted in the Conference on the 6tli July. It appeared to Her 
Majesty’s Government that a decision should bo come to Avitliout delay as to the 
steps to he taken in the event of danger to tlvo Suez Canal. They accordingly 
requested the Poavci's to be prepared Avith an opinion on the subject, and they pro¬ 
posed to the Erench Government on the 13th July to discuss the matter with them on 
the understanding that any action which might bo taken would bo subject to the 
Self-denying Protocol, and Avith the suggestion that if measures should become 
necessary, they should be taken at the instance or with the sanction of the Powers 
represented in the Conference and of the Porte, and that they should be prompt. 

M. do Ercycinet at once consented to take these proposals into consideration, 
and our communications resulted in the declaration which your Excellency and 
the Erench Ambassador made to the Conference on the 19th July, proposing that 
the Conference should designate the Powers who should bo charged in case of need 
to take the measures necessary for the protection of the Canal, and should authorize 
the Powers so designated to decide on the mode and moment of action. In the event 
of England and France being designated, you Avero authorized to accept the “ mandat ” 
on the part of Her Majesty’s Government. 

The proposal was referred by your colleagues to their Governments, but the 
Powers, though they offered no objection to the proposal that England and France 
should in case of necessity protect the Canal, declined to give them a mandate. 

In consequence of reports that vessels in the Canal were in danger of being 
plundered by Arabs, it Avas thought advisable that Her Majesty’s gun-boats should 
be authorized to convoy them, and the Erench Government agreed on the 15th to join 
in this arrangement, in which tlio other Powers were also invited to take part. 

On the 15th July your Excellency reported that the identic noto inviting tho 
Porte to send troops to Egypt had been presented. 

On the 16th July news was received that Arabi Pasha had been dismissed from 
his post, and as complete uncertainty prevailed in regard to his movements and 
those of the forces under his command, the British Admiral at Port Said Avas 
authorized to concert with his Erench colleague for the protection of the Canal, and to 
act in the evont of sudden danger. The Erench Government instructed their Admiral to 
concert Avith ours, but stated that they could not, without the sanction of the Chambers, 
authorize him to act, except in the event of his being actually attacked. 

On the 19th July the intelligence from Egypt assumed a still more serious 
character, and I instructed Her Majesty’s Ambassador in Paris to urge the Erench 
Government to give their Admiral at Port Said full discretion in view of any 
emergency. At the samo timo I requested your Excellency to propose immediately 
to tho Conference that if the Sultan did not in twelve hours give an affirmative answer 
to the identic noto of the 15th it should be treated as a negative, and that the Con-

The French Ministers applied to the Chamber for a grant of money to enable 
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them to carry out the arrangements for the protection of the Canal. The Bill was 
introduced on the 25th July, but it soon appeared that it would meet with great 
opposition; and on the 27th, the discussion upon it having been postponed to tbe 
29tli, Her Majesty’s Ambassador in Paris was instructed to inform tbe Erench 
Government tbat Her Majesty’s Government, whilst accepting the co-operation of 
Turkey in regard to intervention in Egypt, ivould proceed with the measures they 
had already taken in hand. 

On the same day your Excellency reported that the Ottoman Delegates had 
requested that a meeting of the Conference might he summoned to receive their 
answer to the identic note, but tbat, tbe Russian Representative having been 
instructed to abstain from taking part in the Conference, no meeting could take 
place. 

Musurus Pasha communicated to me on tho 28tli July a telegram from tbe 
Porte intimating its decision to dispatch troops immediately to Egypt, and I at once 
instructed your Excellency to make a communication to the Conference, informing 
them tbat in consequence of tbe hostile attitude of the rebel forces, anil the importance 
of protecting tbe Canal, Her Majesty’s Government bad been forced to make pre¬ 
parations which they believed would be sufficient for the restoration of tbe authority 
of tbe Khedive and the establishment of order; that while reserving their liberty of 
action, they would be glad to receive tbe co-operation of other Powers, including tbe 
Porte; that they wished to learn the number of troops the Sultan intended to send, 
the date of their probable departure, and the proposed disposition of them; and that 
they considered it essential that the Sultan should at once, and before the dispatch of 
his troops, issue a Proclamation upholding Tewfilc Pasha and denouncing Arabi as a 
rebel. 

Communications, meanwhile, had been passing between the Powers on the 
subject of tho proposal respecting the protection of the Suez Canal made hy your 
Excellency and the Erench Ambassador to the Conference on the 19tli July; and on 
the 28th the German Ambassador in Paris informed the Erencli Government that 
the German, Austrian, Russian, and Italian Governments wore agreed that, as the 
Sultan had consented to send troops to Egypt, the Turks should first be asked to 
protect the Canal, and if they refused, the Powers most interested might act, hut 
should refer tho matter to tho Conference in order that it might devise measures for 
placing the protection of the Canal in the hands of all the Six Powers. 

The German Cliarg6 d’Affaires made a somewhat similar communication to me, 
and added that Prince Bismarck would not consent to a vote in the Conference 
involving a modification of existing Treaty arrangements, and would not be a party 
to a “mandat” which would entail responsibility without control. An agreement 
for the protection of the Canal for an unlimited period by tho European Powers could, 
in his Ilighness’ opinion, only ho accepted unanimously if all the Powers interested 
took part in it with equal rights as to measures for tho police of tho Canal. These 
measures should be maritime, and each individual caso should be discussed. I 
explained to the German Charge d’Affaires that wo had not contemplated protection 
for an unlimited time. We considered that the permanent obligation to maintain the 
security of tho Canal rested upon the Egyptian Government, and failing it, upon the 
Porte. The present was an abnormal state of things. Tho de facto Government was 
the quarter from which danger to the Canal was apprehended. The Sultan had 
takon no steps to secure its safety. Our position was that of a principal tenant of a 
house on fire, who would not hesitate to put it out without waiting for tho assent of 
the owner or other tenants. We hoped that ordor would soon ho re-established, and 
that these temporary measures would no longer he needed. We clid not believe that 
the responsibility for tho safety of tho Canal ought to ho transferred from those on 
whom it had hitherto rested. 

Your Excellency reported on the 27th July that tho Turkish PI on i p o tent ia ri es had 
mado a communication to tho members of tho Conference repeating the statement that 
Ottoman troops would he sent to Egypt, but implying as a condition that the foreign 
troops in Egypt should evacuate the country on the arrival of tho Turkish forces. 
They also proposed that the reorganization of tho Egyptian army should bo concerted 
between the Porto and the Khedive alone, without tho interference of the Powers. 

I at once telegraphed to your Excellency to inform Saul Pasha and the Con¬ 
ference that Her Majesty’s Government could neither withdraw their troops nor relax 
their preparations; that tho prolonged inaction of tho Sultan had thrown upon. 
England tho burden which she had undertaken to hear; that Her Majesty’s Govorn- 
.ment would accept the arrival and eo-operation of the Turkish forces in Egypt, 
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provided the character in which they came was satisfactorily defined, and cleared 
from all ambiguity, by previous declarations of the Sultan; and I desired you to 
mako known to the Conference that, when the military object in view should have 
been obtained, we should invite the aid of the Powers to make provision for the 
future security and good government of Egypt. 

On the 29th July the Erench Chamber threw out the Suez Canal Credit Bill by 
a large majority, and the Erench Government withdrew from all co-operation in the 
measures for the protection of the Canal, and instructed their Admiral at Port Saul to 
preserve a strict neutrality, and to cease convoying vessels. 

On the 31st the Khedive, at the request of Iler Majesty’s Government, gave 
authority to the British Admiral at Port Said to occupy such points of the Isthmus 
of Suez as he mi^ht deem useful for the free traffic on the Canal, and the protection 
of the neighbouring towns and populations, and to suppress any force not recognizing 
the Khedive’s authority. The Admiral was further authorized to take the necessary 
measures for depriving the rebels of the railway between Ismailia and Suez. 

On the 2nd August Admiral Hewett occupied Suez on behalf of tho Khedive. 

The Russian Government having sanctioned the attendance of their Repre¬ 
sentative at the Conference,'it met for the twelfth time on the 2nd August, after a 
week’s adjournment, and tho Italian Ambassador proposed the adoption of a formula 
providing for the protection of the Suez Canal, with the concurrence of the Porte, by 
a “ purely maritimo service for the police and supervision of the Canal, in which all 
the Powers should be invited to take part, according to rules to be hereafter agreed 
upon, and with the reservation of concerting in each special case in which the 
application of these rules may seem to be insufficient.” 

This proposal, as your Excellency is aware, was agreed to by Her Majesty’s 
Government on the understanding that it was temporary, that it did not prevent 
the landing of troops, in case of necessity, to hold posts for tho security of the Canal, 
and that Her Majesty’s Government retained entire liberty of action as to such 
military movements as might bo necessarv for the support of the Khedive against the 
rebels. 

In the meantime, the Turkish Government, in spite of your urgent representa¬ 
tions, delayed comiug to any resolution as to the issue of the Proclamation against 
Arabi, while they continued their preparations for the immediate dispatch of their 
troops to Egypt; and on the 3rd August I telegraphed to your Excellency to inform 
the Porte that until they should havo entered into an agreement with Her Majesty’s 
Government for tho issue of the Proclamation, and should have signed a Military 
Convention, no Turkish troops would be allowed to land in Egypt, and that orders to 
that effect had been given to the British Admiral. 

In the meeting of the Conference on the 5th your Excellency renewed your 
demands for the issue of the Proclamation, and you called attention to the fact that 
the written acceptance of the idontic note had not yet been sent to the Conference. 

On the 6th Said Pasha informed you that the Sultan agreed to all our demands. 
At the meeting of the Conference on the 7th the Ottoman Plenipotentiaries formally 
accepted the invitation to send troops, and intimated that the draft of Proclamation 
would be prepared at once, and negotiations for the Military Convention com¬ 
menced. 

On the 8th August your Excellency reported that tho Porte had announced to 
you that the Ottoman troops would start on the 10th August, and on the 9tli you 
telegraphed the draft of Proclamation which they had communicated to you. The 
wording of it, with the exception of one expression as to “ foreign ” interference, was 
satisfactory, and I requested your Excellency to convey the thanks of Her Majesty’s 
Government to the Sultan, and, as a proof of their confidence, to invite his naval 
co-operation at Port Said or on the Canal. 

On the following day Musurus Pasha communicated to me the draft of a Military 
Convention, but it did not meet tho requirements of the ease, and I therefore 
instructed your Excellency to propose a draft which had beon telegraphed to you a 
few days previously. 

Her Majesty’s Government thought it necessary to insist that the number of 
Turkish troops should, in tho first instance, bo limited to 5,000 men, and should not 
be increased without their consent; that the 1‘orco should be landed at Aboukir 
Damietta, or Rosetta; that it should not mako any movement without the consent of 
the British Commander-in-chief; and that it should evacuate Egypt at the same time 
as tho British force. 

The Italian proposal for the police service of tho Suez Canal having been unani- 
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mously agreed to, the Italian Ambassador proposed that the rules to be adopted in. 
order to give effect to the proposition should be settled by the Commanders of the 
respective naval forces on tho spot. This proposal was also accepted, and instructions 
in accordance with it were sent to the British Admiral at Port Said, but the progress 
of events prevented the execution of the plan. 

At the last meeting of the Conference, which took place on the 14th August, 
the Representatives of the Powers expressed their opinion that the moment had come 
to suspend its labours, but this opinion was not shared by the Ottoman Delegates, 
who reserved the right of summoning another meeting. You reported that your 
colleagues wished to insert into the Protocol of the final meeting of the Conference a 
formula stating that an amicable understanding exists between the European Cabinets 
that no definitive settlement of the Egyptian question is to take place except with the 
co-operation of all the Powers. Your Excellency had already stated, at tho twelfth 
meeting of the Conference, that when tho military object in view had been obtained, 
England would invite the aid of the Powers to make provision for the future security 
and good government of Egypt, and it appeared to me that it was hardly necessary to 
repeat these declarations, but I authorized you to assent to the proposed formula, 
with the substitution of the word “communication” or “consultation” for “co¬ 
operation.” 

The idea of a formal suspension of the Conference was, however, eventually 
dropped, and no final Protocol was signed, 

On the 18th August Sir G. Wolseley started from Alexandria with the British 
force, and on the following day Port Saul, ICantara, and Ismailia were occupied. 

Meanwhile, the negotiations with the Porte for the dispatch of the Turkish force 
to Egypt were being unremittingly pressed on by your Excellency. 

The Turkish Ministers began by accepting the terms of the Military Convention 
in principle, with some verbal amendments, but wished to insert a stipulation giving 
them the power of prolonging the stay of the Ottoman troops in Egypt. 

When the Articles, however, were referred to the Sultan, llis Majesty struck out 
tho clause requiring the assent of England to tho landing of reinforcements, and 
insisted that his troops should disembark at Alexandria, and that the Turkish Com¬ 
mander-in-chief should have the power of arresting the military operations. 

Her Majesty’s Government learnt with much regret that the export of the mules 
purchased for tho use of the army in Egypt in Asia Minor had been stopped, and the 
drivers imprisoned, and the unfriendly conduct of the Turkish Government in delaying 
the removal of this prohibition led to strong remonstrances from your Excellency, and 
could not fail to increase the distrust lelt in England in regard to tho intentions of 
the Sultan. 

The explanation given by your Excellency to the Turkish Ministers on the 20th 
August to the clfect that the draft Convention gave the English Commandcr-in-chief 
a veto on the movements of the Turkish troops, but not the power of compelling tho 
Turks to make movements to which they objected, was calculated to meet one of the 
objections put forward by the Sultan, and was approved by Her Majesty’s Government. 

It was not until the 23rd that the Sultan sent to inform your Excellency that he 
had ffiven orders to allow the mules and their drivers to be embarked; and he at the- 
same time sent you a personal messago urging that Alexandria should bo the port of 
disembarkation and base of operations for his troops. 

After an interview with tho Turkish Ministers, your Excellency agreed to submit 
to Her Majesty’s Government the Sultan’s request that the troops should land at 
Alexandria, and the Turkish Ministers finally accepted all the other clauses of tho 
Convention, with certain amendments which had been agreed to by you; but when 
you proceeded to discuss the question of tho Proclamation, they proposed to throw 
aside the Proclamation which had been agreed upon, and by which Arabi was declared 
to be a rebel, and to issue a mere appeal to his loyalty. Your Excellency very properly 
refused to listen to any such suggestion, and informed them that you would not sign, 
the Convention until the Proclamation had been officially communicated to you, and 
that it would be impossible for Her Majesty’s Government to allow tho landing of the 
Ottoman troops. 

I informed your Excellency on the 21th August that Her Majesty's Govcrnnien 
could not mako any further changes in the Convention, and I requested you to 
intimate to the Porte that under the existing pressure of circumstances ir, would not 
bo well for the dignity of oither Power that the negotiations should bo indefinitely 
prolonged. 

Again the Turkish Ministers and the Sultan’s Dragoman came to your Excel- 
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copies of the Convention and Memorandum for signature. They were authorized to 
accept the words “se rendront a Port Sakl,” hut your Excellency, having in the 
meantime been informed of the views of Ilcr Majesty’s Government, stated that you 
could not accept them. You finally agreed to their retention on the understanding 
that a paragraph should ho inserted in the Memorandum explaining the meaning of 
the words to he that the troops should “ direct their course towards Port Said in 
order to enter the Canal.” 

On the 12th your Excellency was again obliged to suspend negotiations on account 
of the arrest of a number of porters who had been engaged at Sir G. Wolseley’s request 
for service in Egypt. They were on the same day released, with a promise that such 
proceedings should not he repeated. 

The signature of the Convention, as further amended, was authorized by my 
telegram of the 13th, on the conditions that the Proclamation should he issued with 
the amendment required hv Her Majesty’s Government, and that the Memorandum, 
with the last addition proposed by your Excellency, should he signed simul¬ 
taneously. 

The Sultan sent for your Excellency on the 15th to meet the Turkish Ministers 
at his Palace, and spent eleven hours in attempting to introduce alterations into the 
Memorandum to which his Ministers had agreed, and in arguing against the omission 
of the word “ foreign ” from the Proclamation. 

On the 15th I telegraphed to you that, in view of tho defeat and submission of the 
Egyptian insurgents, Her Majesty’s Government contemplated shortly commencing 
the withdrawal of the British troops from Egypt, and presumed that, the emergency 
having passed, the Sultan would not now consider it necessary to send troops; and on 
the ISth you were authorized to convey to His Majesty, in the most courteous terms, 
the permission given to you to drop the negotiation of the Military Convention. 

You were at the same time to explain to His Majesty that Her Majesty’s 
Government conceived this step to he most consistent with the dignity of the two 
countries, and that it was not intended or calculated to alter the good and friendly 
relations between them. In replying to this communication, the Turkish Eoreign 
Minister expressed tho deep satisfaction of the Sultan and his Government at the 
sentiments which you had expressed on behalf of Iler Majesty’s Government. He 
declared that the wish of the Turkish Government was to maintain unaltered the old 
friendship between the two countries; and he alluded in a tone of satisfaction to the 
successful efforts recently made by England for the restoration of order and good 
government in Egypt. Finally, referring to the announcement you had made as to 
tho intention of Her Majesty’s Government to commence tho withdrawal of the British 
troops, he asked what date had been fixed upon for the accomplishment of the 
evacuation. 

I requested your Excellency to state, in reply to this communication, that the 
Sultan was aware of the sacrifices wo had made in order to restore order in Egypt; 
that while those sacrifices had given us power, that power had thrown upon us great 
responsibility; that, the army being- disbanded, until the Khedive had organized the 
means of securely maintaining his authority, it was impossible for us to withdraw our 
troops, although we had already diminished their number, and had no desire to keep 
any in Egypt longer than was justified by the circumstances. With regard to the 
overtures for a c-losc alliance, the Sultan would remember that the offer had been 
made by him on several occasions without any practical results, owing to the apparent 
change of His Majesty’s views. Wo were still desirous to he on tho most friendly 
terms with the Turkish Government, and the advice we had hitherto given to tho 
Sultan had been that which we believed to ho tlio best adapted for his security and 
the permanent advantage of tho Ottoman Empire. 

In executing these instructions, your Excellency pointed out that offers of friend¬ 
ship were unsatisfactory without some tangible proof of the willingness of the Ottoman 
Government to adopt that lino of conduct which could alone render their friendship 
acceptable to English public opinion; and you suggested that that proof might be 
given by inaugurating those internal reforms which were indispensablo to tlio 
existence of tho Empiro and to the maintenance of a really good understanding with 
England. 

I have already had the pleasure of conveying to your Excellency tho entire 
approval by Her Majesty’s Government of the manner in which you conducted tho 
long and difficult negotiations which I have here recapitulated. 

Tho Egyptian question has now entered a now phase. The rebellion lias been 
crushed. Its leaders are in prison awaiting their trial, and the soldiers who followed

YOUR Excellency is aware that in the recent military operations undertaken by 
Her Majesty’s Government for the suppression of the rebellion against His Highness 
the Khedive, the occupation of the Suez Canal became a matter of necessity. The 
question now arises whether the ships of war and transports employed by Her 
Majesty’s Government on this service should he called upon to pay all the dues and 
charges imposed by the Regulations of the Suez Canal Company on the ordinary 
traffic in time of peace. 

. Her Majesty’s Government consider that this question depends not so much on 
international law as on the municipal law of Egypt. If, according to that law, the 
Khedive would ho empowered for purposes of State, such as the suppression of a 
rebellion, to make use of the Canal for ships and troops without the obligation to 
make payment of the dues, the same exemption may he claimed for the ships and 
troops of Her Majesty which have occupied and used the Canal with the Khedive’s 
assent, and for the purpose of rendering him assistance. 

There can he no doubt that, according to the law of England, Her Majesty the 
Queen would have the right to occupy and use a canal or other public work in time of 
rebellion without paying the ordinary tolls. There is likewise little doubt, in the 
opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, that, according to general principles of 
jurisprudence, the Khedive of Egypt possesses the same general right, and, if so, 
there appears to he nothing in the Charter of the Suez Canal Company inconsistent 
with the exercise of this general right in relation to that work. 

I have been instructed, M. le Ministre, to request your Excellency to he so good 
as to inform me of the opinion of the Egyptian Government as to the sovereign rights 
of His Highness the Khedive, under the law of Egypt, in relation to the point in 
question, namely, the right of using any canal or other public work for State purposes 
in time of war, without payment of the ordinary dues.

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Major Trotter received sucli formal assurances from tlie foreign Minister, from the 
Chief of the Police, and from the other persons in authority, that the men would 
receive no ill-treatment, and that the measures which were being taken were simply 
for the purpose of identification, that he advised them to go on shore. This they 
accordingly did, accompanied by Mr. Richards, the Assistant Dragoman, whom 
Major Trotter had sent down to the Dardanelles to pay them and watch over their 
security. Though kept in confinement all Sunday night, they were properly fed, and 
were not ill-treated. Yesterday, however, finding that they were still unreleased, I 
sent a stronger message to the Poreign Minister, who himself conveyed it to His 
Majesty. As a consequence, all the men were liberated at 8 o’clock last night. 

I do not think that this incident possesses any special political significance, nor 
do I ima gine that it was intended on the part of the Sultan as an indication of hostility 
towards Her Majesty’s Government. I have reason to believe that some of those 
persons who are constantly suggesting plots and conspiracies to his mind had 
persuaded him that amongst the returning “ hamals ” persons might slip into the 
country who had designs against his life. It is very probable, however, that those 
who insinuated these ideas hoped that the course the Sultan would be thus driven to 
adopt would have the effect of embittering the relations between him and ourselves. 

I have had every reason to be satisfied with the discretion and activity shown both 
by Major Trotter and by Mr. Richards in relation to the foregoing proceedings.

Excellence, Therapia, September 30, 1882. 

I RECEIVED news last night from Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at the Dardanelles 
that an attempt was made by the Ottoman authorities to arrest the returning “ hamals,” 
or porters, who had been engaged by Her Majesty’s Government to facilitate their 
transport in Egypt. The measure in question, however, appears to have been frus¬ 
trated by the fact of the Russian steamer on board of which the “ hamals ” had taken 
their passage home having proceeded to Constantinople without waiting for a bill of 
health, which had been refused at the Dardanelles in consequence of the captain not 
having permitted the arrest of the men in question. 

By a telegram this moment received from Constantinople I learn that the vessel 
in question is now surrounded by boats filled with police, and I am further informed 
that an Imperial Iradd has been issued ordering the arrest of these individuals. 

Your Excellency will doubtless remember that these porters were hired by Her 
Majesty’s Government with the cognizance and consent of the Ottoman authorities, 
and that an employd of the police authorized in person their embarkation. 

Moreover, on the 16th September your Excellency wrote to me as follows :— 

“ I beg your Excellency to believe that the Sublime Porte has hastened to defer 
to the wishes of Her Britannic Majesty’s Government in reference to tho hiring of the 
muleteers and porters, and that as soon as the list (of those engaged) was presented, 
the Sublime Porto hastened to give the necessary orders for their departure.” 

Your Excellency added, in a subsequent paragraph, the following explanation :— 
“ From what precedes it is evident that tho Imperial Government, far from 
wishing to create obstacles and to add to tho privations of tho English troops in Egypt, 
has hastened to give the necessary facilities,” 

It now appears, however, from the facts which I have brought to your Excel¬ 
lency’s knowledge in the opening passages of this note, that tho Ottoman Government 
is bent upon inflicting punishment upon tho very persons whose departure it takes 
credit to itself for having facilitated. Your Excellency will comprehend that it will 
he quite inconsistent with the self-respect as well as with the sense of justice of Her 
Majesty’s Government, to view with indifference tho harsh treatment which it seems 
the intention of the Sublime Porte to inflict upon the innocent men who, with tho

GARTONO VASSALLO, of Malta, was imprisoned two months and a-lialf in 
Damanliur and Cairo ; was badly beaten on back and feet, and his ankles wounded by 
fetters. He was a coachman in European employ at Alexandria. 

Gulielmo Vassalio, brother of the last, taken with him: received 100 blows on the 
posterior. 

Muliammid Selim, boatman of Zagazig, Moslem: forty-five days in prison as a 
spy; was beaten on the feet by six soldiers. 

Aly Muhammed, Moslem, of Alexandria: fifty-eight days in prison as a spy ; was 
beaten on the feet, and Ms legs wounded by fetters ; ho was also severely beaten on 
the posterior. 

Mursi Abd-el-Al, Moslem : in prison thirty-one days at Kafr-Dowar, and thirty- 
three in Cairo; was coachman to Mr. Frank Hazlem, in charge of forty-five horses; 
was stoned, beaten, and 'wounded by nails in wooden handcuffs. 

Ismaia Sublvi, Moslem, French cavass at Damanliur: taken at that place in 
European employ, his watch and money stolen; treated as a spy, beaten on the 
posterior, wounded by nails in wood handcuffs, and imprisoned twenty-seven days. 

Muhammed Mustafa, French cavass at Damanliur, taken with last: beaten on 
back and feet. 

Kadir Ahmed, Moslem, of Syria, taken at Isma'ilia two months ago as a spy, and 
stoned and put in prison. Ho was a shopkeeper. 

Muhammed Nur, of Port Said, taken as a spy: imprisoned two months; shot by 
the English while trying to escape on the night of the 14tli instant. 

Muhammed Hashem, of Tantali: received 1,200 blows as a spy. 

Aly Mosul: 550 blows at one time ; taken as a spy at Tantali. 

Osman Muhammed received 300 blows on feet and 100 on the posterior; taken as 


a spy. 

The following sums were paid to the Bimbashi (Lieutenant-Colonel), Sulieman 
Zogliby, by prisoners in the Citadel, named below, through the chowisli (sergeant), Sid 
Ahmed, who was also a prisoner, and through his servant Ahmad. They were given 
as bribes to avoid being bastinadoed:—

The financial world is uneasy about the Control, but, on the whole, is waiting to 
know more before pronouncing. 

The Erench Government is waiting, with what patience it can command, for the 
overtures it hopes your Lordship will soon make with regard to the future administra¬ 
tion of Egypt. I still venture to he of the opinion that it would not be prudent to 
keep M. Duclerc too long in suspense if we wish to prevent his Excellency losing faith 
in the perfect honesty of our intentions. 

My conviction is that within the next fifteen days, at the outside, if he has not 
had some hint in the interval, either through M. Tissot or mvself, his patience will he 
exhausted. 

I have not had occasion to see his Excellency for some days, hut shall do so 
to-morrow, when I shall be able to form a better judgment, and will report by telegraph 
to your Lordship if I notice any symptom of increased anxiety as to the intentions of 
England in Egypt. 

In speaking to me quite privately the other day, M. Decrais asked whether I could 
assure him, as a friend, that the delay in giving any hint as to our intentions did not 
cloak a rising antagonism to France.

I BEG to inclose copy of a note I addressed to tlic Porte, in compliance witli 
your instructions, in reply to the note of Said Pasha of the 25th ultimo inquiring 
when the evacuation of Egypt by the British troops would he effectuated. 

I accompanied this note by a verbal communication to the effect that these 
repeated offers of his friendship on the part of the Sultan must necessarily prove 
unsatisfactory unless they were accompanied by some tangible proof of the willingness 
of the Ottoman Government to adopt that line of conduct which alone could render 
their friendship acceptable to English public opinion. 

Eor more than a year various matters had been held in suspense between the two 
Governments which ought to have been long since disposed of to their mutual 
advantage. Above all, we required some unmistakable evidence of their intention to 
inaugurate those internal reforms upon which their very existence as an Empire 
depended, and which, if left unexecuted, would render any really good understanding 
between Turkey and Great Britain impossible. 

The Prime Minister admitted that we wero quite justified in making these 
demands. He promised to do his best to satisfy us, and I believe he has submitted a 
programme in the foregoing sense to the Sultan, but, judging by past experience, 
I fear his efforts are only too likely to prove abortive.

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch No. 1088 of this date, I 
have the honour to report that, after reserving his official answer, M. Duclerc said that, 
speaking in strict confidence, he must tell me lie was much put out by the return of 
Sir A. Colvin to Egypt with orders not to resume his duties. It would be understood 
generally as a proof that Great Britain intended to take a very high hand, and to settle 
things as she chose, ■without reference to the susceptibilities or to the position of 
Prance. 

I said I was grieved and also surprised at the construction his Excellency put 
upon this slight incident. I thought if lie would reconsider the matter dispassionately 
he would see he had considerably exaggerated its importance. I had no authority to 
say more than I had just told him officially, but if he would listen to me as a friend, 
desirous to maintain the good relations still so happily existing between Prance and 
England, I could tell him that, from the little I know of what was passing behind the 
scenes in London, one of the chief preoccupations of your Lordship and of the 
Government was to arrange matters in such a way as should neither wound the 
susceptibilities of Prance nor produce any interruption of the friendly understanding 
between our two countries. That I saw, so far, no sign of a desire to break up the 
Control by an act of authority, without previous consultation with our co-partners. 

Sir A. Colvin had been asked for by the Khedive, who set great store on his advice, 
and my Government had not considered it necessary to prevent his returning, although, 
under the circumstances, they considered it preferable he should not resume, for the 
moment, his duties as Controller. 

His Excellency, who listened with great attention to my observations, said that 
the Khedive could not have such a very great necessity for Sir A. Colvin. There were 
plenty of other Englishmen who could havo been sent in his place, and who would 
have done as well, without raising the same difficulty. 

I said I could not agree in this with his Excellency. Sir A. Colvin’s special 
talents and his knowledge of Egypt,pointed him out as an adviser whom, in this 
moment, the Khedive could not easily replace. 

M. Duclerc said, however this might be, he could not but regret both that 
Sir A. Colvin should have returned at all, at present, to Egypt, and that, having 
returned, he should have been instructed not to resume his duties as Controller. His 
Excellency maintained that this will bo understood by the public to mean that England 
intends to act independently and without heed of tho dignity of Prance. 

“A week ago,” his Excellency went on to say, “ I was correctly described as 
being neither suspicious nor impatient. I am not suspicious yet, but I confess I am 
verging on becoming impatient.” 

Our conversation, which was quite private, was carried on in tho most friendly 
tone. On leaving his Excellency, I said I would call again on Monday to make some 
other communications I could not then make, as the Minister of tho Interior was 
waiting to see him, and that I hoped then to find that he had taken a less serious view 
of this matter.

TRANSLATION of a note from Clidrif Pasha to Sir E. Malet, dated to day :— 

“ Tho Government of His Highness the Khedive, in derogation of its rights and 
the conditions under which criminal trials aro usually conducted in Egypt, had 
admitted in favour of the rebels, prisoners of the English army handed over to the 
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Egyptian authorities, tho assistance of counsel freely chosen. It had likewise admitted 
publicity for the sittings of the court-martial, and the presence in the Commission of 
Inquiry and Instruction of an English Delegate and of an interpreter, whose mission 
was to insure the observance of the essential principles of humanity in the conduct of 
the case. 

“ To-day Her Majesty’s Government require that Arabi should have the faculty 
to choose as counsel a foreign lawyer. Lawyers have already arrived from England, at 
the expense, it is said, of persons well known in Europe for their political projiaganda 
in favour of the rebels. Other lawyers, belonging to the Bar of Paris, have offered 
their assistance. This intervention in a judicial question has had as an immediate 
consequence the adjournment of the opening of the proceedings before the court- 
martial. It will lead necessarily to other measures contrary to the usages and customs 
of the country. 

“If the Government of His Highness admitted without difficulty that Arabi 
should be assisted in his defence by a lawyer of his choosing, having free access to him, 
it was because a native lawyer was intended, and that this advantage, in no way infringed 
the fundamental principles of right and jurisdiction. This is not so if the lawyer is a 
foreigner. 

“ In addition to tho legal and material impossibilities which opposed themselves to 
this new proposal, it has the serious inconvenience to bring with it consequences which 
appear inadmissible. 

“ In the first place, if tho faculty of choosing a foreign lawyer is accorded to Arabi, 
it will be justice to accord it equally to Mahmoud Sarny, Toulba, and all other rebels 
prosecuted by the court-martial. The trial will become interminable, if only through 
the material necessity of translation of necessary documents. It will givo [?] un¬ 
measured proportions to it, will give birth again under a new form and with -wider 
circulation to all the questions appertaining to the military rebellion; with regard to 
this, nor Majesty’s Government is awaro that a good number of these questions have a 
political character, and in no way come within the competence of civil or criminal 
magistrates. Besides, their discussion is of a nature to excite political enemies and to 
have public opinion deeply in diverse ways, even to revive complications and dangers. 
What authority could stop or restrict the debates ? If customary forms, consecrated 
by experience and tradition, appropriate to the habits and wants of an Oriental country, 
aro set aside, what rules arc to bo followed ? What rules can be invoked to fix the 
delays to close incidents, without number, interminable, insolvable, which may arise ? 
Should recourse be had each time to diplomatic channels ? Will not such an abnormal 
manner of proceeding provoke the most lively criticism in public opinion, especially on 
tho part of those newspapers which aro at the disposal of certain persons whose 
illusions or interests have transformed them into the champions of Arabi and his 
accomplices ? 

“ But the Government beg Lord Granville above all to bo so good as to consider 
that the prestige of the Khedive, and the authority of his Government, will be again 
compromised in tho eyes of the population if the Egyptian authorities appear, in the 
face of a revolt without example, powerless and subordinate to an intervention which 
manifests itself in appearance as being to the advantage of the recognized chief of the 
rebels, guilty of crime towards tho person of the Sovereign, responsible, even admitting 
the absence of all effective co-operation, for all tho disasters and all the ills which, 
during the past year, have been heaped upon Egypt. 

“ The usages and the free application of laws aro suspended. The result in the 
public mind is a deplorable doubt which impedes public confidence from returning, 
and moral order from re-establishing itself. 

“ After a conscientious preliminary investigation, directed by honourable and known 
men, conducted in presence of British officers specially delegated, the Government of 
His Highness thinks that Arabi and his accomplices should be brought before the court- 
martial to hear tho reading of their Act of Accusation and the documents of the trial, 
and present defence which they may deem useful either themselves or through native 
lawyers freely chosen, and afterwards be sentenced. 

“ In the interests of an exemplification of justice which the state of the country 
renders indispensable, the prisoners had been placed in the hands of tho Egyptian 
Government. But in the event that, contrary to all expectation, Her Majesty’s 
Government persist in tho view expressed in the telegram of the 13th October, the 
Egyptian Government would consider as an impossibility the continuation of the 
criminal prosecutions begun against the robel chiefs.”

ARABI PASnA’S trial. 

Your Lordship’s telegram No. 512 of the 13tli instant. 

The Khedive this morning placed in my hands a note from Chdrif Pasha, of which 
my telegram No. 521 of to-day gives a translation. 

His Highness begged me to urge prayer contained in it very earnestly on your 
Lordship, on the ground that his authority would be dangerously shaken if Her 
Majesty’s Government insisted on Arabi Pasha’s having a foreign lawyer, and that he 
could not think, after all that Her Majesty’s Government had (lone to reinstate him, it 
could be within their views to enfeeble his position and render his tenure of power 
precarious. 

Ho requosted me, until reference to last sentence of the note, to state that, if Her 
Majesty’s Government refused to accede to the request to allow Arabi Pasha to be 
defended only by native counsel, he begged that they would appoint a court-martial 
of British officers, and try the chief rebels, six in number, by English law, allowing 
the Egyptian Government to appear as accusers. I said that Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment would find difficulty in acceding to such a request; but lie begged me to submit 
it to your Lordship, as he desired that it should be clearly understood that he and his 
Government, in the objections which they were raising, did not desire to impede the 
course of justice, but feared only the political consequences of a trial which foreign 
counsel would have the opportunity of protracting indefinitely, and in the course of 
which they might discuss political questions which, for tho sake of the future 
tranquillity of tho country and his own authority, should not bo touched upon.

WITH reference to my two immediately preceding despatches, I have the honour 
to inform your Lordship that, in my opinion, there is some reason to apprehend 
dangerous results from the admission of foreign counsel to defend Arahi and the other 
rebels. 

The court-martial may become a sort of political arena for attacks upon the 
whole policy of Her Majesty’s Government, as well as the conduct of His Highness 
the Khedive. 

It appears likely that Erench barristers holding communistic views may be 
retained by some of the prisoners, and in that case the consequences may he very 
prejudicial to the interests of the country. It cannot he expected that the natives of 
whom the court-martial is formed should he able to manage these legal advisers, and 
it is to he feared that the proceedings will attain an importance and extension Avhich 
should, if possible, he avoided. 

If, as I suppose, Her Majesty’s Government are unwilling to accept the Khedive’s 
proposal that the prisoners should he tried hy English officers and hy English law, I 
would venture to suggest that we should reply to the Egyptian Government that the 
present form of procedure was originally proposed by Clidrif Pasha (as will be seen by 
reference to my despatch of the 5th September and your Lordship’s reply of the 14th), 
but we might state that, as there has been some misunderstanding upon tho details of 
that arrangement, we are ready to revert to our original conditions, which were 
accepted hy the Khedive prior to the surrender of the prisoners of war, namely, that 
none of the prisoners should he put to death without the formal consent of Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

If it were deemed advisable, I should have no difficulty in arranging with the 
Egyptian Government that the trial should he a public one; and they Avould likewise 
willingly consent to the presence of Sir Charles Wilson to Avatcli tho proceedings. 

But this possible solution of the difficulty has not yet been spoken of between me 
and the Khedive or his Government.

My Lord, London, October 17,1882. 

WE have the honour to transmit herewith copy of a letter, and its inclosure, 
addressed to us by M. Charles de Lesseps, on behalf of the President of the Suez 
Canal Company, respecting the claims which it is held that the Company are entitled 
to advance against Her Majesty’s Government for losses or expenses incurred as a 
consequence of the military operations on tho Canal. The claims are stated under 
three heads:— 

[1850] 
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1. In respect of actual damage done to tlie property of the Company. 

2. Extraordinary expenses actually incurred. 

3. Indirect or consequential damages on account of profit which may have been 
diverted from the Company. 

At the meeting of the Council on the 3rd instant when the matter was alluded to, 
in accordance with what seemed to he the general feeling of the Directors, and after 
we had expressed our opinion against the unreasonableness of the claim for indirect 
damages, pointing out at the same time the large gain accruing to the Company from 
the payments made for the passage of the expeditionary force, M. de Lesseps announced 
that this class of claim would not he pressed. An assurance to the same effect is 
conveyed in the inclosed letter. 

As regards the claim under head JSI o. 1, viz., for damage done to the property of 
the Company, we understand that a settlement has already been or is in course of 
being made by the military authorities at Ismailia with the officials of the Company, 
and that the Company^ will also arrange for taking over, in deduction of their claim, 
such plant belonging to Her Majesty’s forces as may be of use to the Company, and 
which it may not be wished to remove. 

The account for expenses incurred which constitutes the claim under head No. 2 
has not yet been made up; some of them are mentioned in the last paragraph of 
M. Charles de Lesseps’ letter to M. de Rouville, of which copy is inclosed. Upon this 
claim, and generally upon the whole matter, we have expressed to M. de Lesseps and 
to M. Charles de Lesseps our regret that any such question should have been brought 
forward at all, especially when the nature of the service performed by Her Majesty’s 
forces is considered, and the fact already adverted to of the augmentation of the 
Company’s receipts by the payments made on account of the military expedition. 

There are expressions also in M. Charles de Lesseps’ letter to us which we tliink 
are open to objection. We allude to the words “ nos villes ” and the phrase “ zone 
neutre,” but as M. Charles de Lesseps has privately conveyed to us an assurance, in 
very friendly terms, that no further steps whatever in respect of these claims shall be 
taken except in private understanding with us, avc have confined ourselves to acknow¬ 
ledging the receipt of his letter of the 13th instant, with a full reservation against any 
acknowledgment of liability on the part of Her Majesty’s Government. 

A copy of our letter is herewith inclosed.

THE state of public feeling here until regard to Egypt continues much in the 
same tone as at the date of the departure of the last messenger. 

The papers continue to occupy themselves more with home than with foreign 
affairs, and the settlement of the Egyptian question is little discussed except in the 
“Edpublique Erangaisc,” the “Debats,” and also in the “Erangais.” 

The language of the Gambettist press, and especially of the “ Rdpublique 
Erangaise,” is believed to be pitched in a higher key than the intentions of 
M. Gambetta would justify. 

It is believed that this language is to a great extent used as a tribute to the past 
predictions of M. Gambetta, but that few of his party would follow him if he were to 
endeavour to carry into effect at this moment a policy based on such principles as those 
which his chief organ advocates almost daily. 

The Erench generally seem to believe England means to treat them with considera¬ 
tion. They wish, naturally, to be put aside as little and as gently as possible; but 
practically they seem reconciled beforehand to whatever fate may have in store for 
them, and to be prepared to yield to circumstances against which they have no longer 
the energy to struggle. 

How long this unhealthy state will last no one can attempt to foretell. 

The impression to-day is that the Duclcrc Ministry will survive the first shocks of 
the session, and that, to commence with, it will have the support of the right and 
left centres and of tho whole of the Gambettist group, which would suffice to keep it 
in existence till fresh events como to upset the balance of parties. 

In spite of the semi-official denials to the contrary, I am again assured, by a 
person often well informed, that M. Duclerc is prepared to dissolve the Chamber if 
necessary. The public believe that M. Gambetta is opposed to a dissolution; if, 
therefore, M. Duclerc threatens one, it must be in the belief that the mere threat will 
suffice to bring sufficient members to his side to give him the majority which 
M. Gambetta is believed to wish M. Duclerc should have for the present. 

A factor in Erench politics, which must also not be forgotten, is that the financial 
crisis of last January has not yet burst. It was prevented for the moment by clever 
financial combinations, but it may at any moment come again to a head, and its effects 
be all the more disastrous from the artificial check placed on tho natural development 
at the time of the results of over-speculation.

THE Erench Ambassador called upon me this afternoon, and we had some 
conversation on Egyptian affairs. 

I told his Excellency that I observed that the return of Sir A. Colvin to Egypt, 
and the instruction to him to abstain for the present from exercising the functions of 
Controller-General had caused some emotion at Paris. This stop, however, had been 
taken without any arriere-pensee on our part. The fact was, that the Khedive and liis 
Ministers had expressed a strong desire for Sir A. Colvin’s presence in Egypt, and their 
request had been supported by Sir E. Malet. We had been unwilling to part with him, 
as he was very useful here in advising Her Majesty’s Government on various matters, and 
in furnishing information. Only the day before he left England I had telegraphed 
to Sir E. Malet to inquire if he considered it really important that Sir Auckland 
should return at once. Sir E. Malet had replied in the affirmative. He said that Sir 
A. Colvin’s advice was required for the guidance of the Ministers, and that some 
mistakes had already resulted from his absence. We had therefore consented to his 
departure. 

As regards the instruction to him to abstain for the present from resuming his 
duties as Controller-General, it had not been given with any intention of putting 
an end to the Control by a surprise. Wo thought that any change of the existing 
system should only be made aftor full consideration and preparation of the arrange¬ 
ments to' replace it. 

I thought it probable that in the opinion of my colleagues it would be impossible 
to maintain for the future the Control as established by the Decree of November 1879, 
and I could not help believing that the Erench Government must entertain the same 
opinion. 

I said that I observed that M. Br6dif, the Erench Controller-General, had been 
directed also to return to Egypt, and that the Erench Government had given us 
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no information as to the instructions with which he had been furnished. I thought it 
would be very unfortunate if the native population should have before them the 
spectacle of two great European Powers pulling different ways, and I hoped 
M. Duclerc might be willing to arrange that the instructions to our respective 
Controllers-General should be in harmony. My idea was that the two Controllers 
should for the present abstain from exercising their functions, but should perform 
some act appertaining to the office before it terminated, if its abolition were decided 
upon. 

I assured M. Tissot, in conclusion, that our desire was that the arrangements in 
Egypt should be so framed as to leave Erance and England on a more friendly, rather 
than on a less friendly, footing than hitherto in regard to that country.

My Lord, Cairo, October 2, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith copy of a Memorandum which has been 
drawn up by Colonel Sir Charles Wilson respecting the present condition of affairs in 
the Soudan, pointing out that the disturbed state of the country, consequent on the 
late rebellion in Egypt, the war with Abyssinia, and the constant advance and 
successes of the Malidi, or Ealse Prophet, necessitate the immediate adoption of active 
measures for the restoration of tranquillity. As a preliminary step, Sir Charles 
Wilson recommends the dispatch of two English officers to the Soudan to report on 
the state of the country, and the steps which will be necessary to ensure its 
pacification. 

I do not think wo can possibly be in a position to form a correct opinion as to the 
state of affairs in the Soudan unless wo obtain information from agents of our own, 
and I therefore beg to recommend Sir Charles Wilson’s suggestion of sending officers 
to your Lordship’s favourable consideration, and to ask for instructions with regard 
to it.

Memorandum on the Soudan. 

THE Soudan has always been a source of weakness and a constant expense to 
Egypt. This has been due to the useless conquests of Ismail Pasha, the strained 
relations with Abyssinia, and the manner in which trade has been forced, along an 
unnatural route down the Nile, instead of allowing it to follow the road to its natural 
outlet at Souakin. t 

The conquest of Darfour and the annexation of Bagos have failed to exert any 
influence on the suppression of slavery, and they have not increased the commerce to 
[1850] R 












any appreciable extent. The whole of the Soudan appears to he now in a state of 
disorder, which the large force there seems quite unable to suppress. 

If the Soudan is to be made a paying province I would suggest the following 
measures:— 

1. As regards Abyssinia: to restore Bagos and the district near Galabat; to 
make Massowah a free port, forbidding the import of arms; j;o facilitate the appoint¬ 
ments of the Aburras, and to make peace with Abyssinia on these terms. The peace 
negotiations should be conducted by an English officer. 

2. To give up Darfour and, perhaps, part of Kordofan. 

3. To open up the natural trade outlet from Berber to Souakin, and place a light 
duty on exports and imports. 

If these measures are carried out, I think a force of 6,000 men would be quite 
sufficient to maintain tranquillity in the country; and, if the province were properly 
governed, commerce would soon revive and increase. 

I would submit, too, that it would be desirable to appoint Englishmen as 
Governor of the Soudan, Commander of the Army of the Soudan, and in a few 
subordinate posts. 

The suppression of the Slave Trade is a difficult question, and one that cannot be 
entirely solved until the demand is stopped. Much may be expected from the 
appointment of an English Governor and Command er-in-cliief of the Army; but I 
would suggest the employment of English cruizers in the Bed Sea, with right of 
search, aBd the stoppage of the slave route through Darfour to the Eargoum. 

The condition of the Soudan now is one of the greatest disorder. Before commu¬ 
nication with Cairo was closed, it was known that the Mahdi was making considerable 
progress, that he had gained many adherents, and had on more than one occasion 
defeated the Egyptian troops. A copy of a telegram dated Khartoum, of the 17th 
September, has recently come into my possession; the following is a summary :— 

“ Owing to telegrams sent by Arabi Pasha to tho Soudan ordering people not to 
recognize the authority of the Khedive, revolt had broken out in the country, and the 
Pretender Mahdi had gained more adherents. The Mahdi had attacked Don on the 
White Nile, but was defeated. The Governor of the Soudan asks for 10,000 Bemington 
rifles to be sent, in order to arm a force under Said Pasha to crush the Mahdi. 
Egyptian troops killed of the rebels at Ziara, 1,000; at Kordofan, 1,000; at Shitfan, 
300. The Mahdi is now two hours’ march from Kordofan (Obeid ?), and has a large 
force.” 

This must be taken as a favourable account of the present state of affairs. 

I think that, considering the present excitable state of tho Moslem population of 
Turkey, Syria, and Egypt, and the general uneasy feeling with reference to the events 
which are to occur in 1300 A.n,, and the appearancoof the Mahdi in that year, it would 
be advisable to send two English officers to the Soudan to report on the state of the 
country and the steps which will be necessary to ensure its pacification. 

It will, at all events, be necessary to fight the Mahdi cither with Egyptian or 
English troops. If the former are employed to crush the movement, English officers 
will be required to command. Some action should be taken as. early as possible, so 
that the operations may be carried on during the most healthy season now fast 
approaching. 

The Mahdi has only two roads by which he can approach Lower Egypt, viz., by 
the Nubian Desert and Nile Valley, and by the Darfour slave-route. Both are 
difficult for the passage of large bodies of troops, and could be easily blocked by a 
small disciplined force. At present, however, should the Mahdi attempt a forward 
movement, there is no Egyptian force to meet him.

Report by Sir C. Wilson of the Proceedings of the Court-martial. 

ON Thursday, the 28th September, three Decrees wore signed by His Highness the 
Khedive:— 

1. Constituting a special Commission of Inquiry. 

2. Constituting a court-martial for the trial of the prisoners. 

3. Constituting a court-martial for the trial of prisoners sent before it by the 
special Commissions formed at Alexandria and Tantah, under the Decree of the 
19th September. 

The full text of the Decrees, with the names of the members, appeared in the 
“Egyptian Gazette” of the 30th September. • 

No intimation of the issue of the Decrees had been made to Her Majesty’s 
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Agent and Consul-General. The Commission of Inquiry, however, commenced work 
at once, and applied to Sir Garnet Wolseley for permission to examine Arabi Pasha on 
the 1st October. This permission was not granted until arrangements had been made 
for the presence of an English officer at all the preliminary investigations. On tho 
2nd October I received instructions to watch the proceedings of the Court of Inquiry, 
and on the 3rd I attended the meeting of the Court for the first time. 

October 3.—Lieutenant-Colonel Ali Issa, Colonel Ali Pasha Eelimi, Colonel Abd- 
al-Aal Pasha Helmi, and a Captain of infantry were interrogated respecting various 
occurrences since the military demonstration of the 9th September, 1881. The above 
officers are prisoners. Dikran (Tigrane) Bey, Under-Secretary for Eoreign Affairs, gave 
evidence with regard to the pillaging of Alexandria. 

October 4.—Brigadier-General Ismail Bey Sabri, a prisoner, was interrogated, 
and Hassan Bey Sadik, Sous-Prefet de Police, Alexandria, read a long deposition 
relating to the events of tho 11th June and 12th July. The most important 
prisoners were removed from the police-court to the new prison. 

October 5.—A number of telegrams seized at the Ministry of the Interior were 
read. The most important will be translated and attached to the proceedings. They 
consist of telegrams from Arabi Pasha and the Council of Notables to members of the 
Sultan’s household, a complimentary telegram from Prince Ibrahim, &c. Depositions 
respecting a conversation held by Prince Ibrahim in a boot-shop in the bazaars were 
also read. 

Latif Effendi gave evidence respecting the events of the 12th July, and Ismail 
Pasha Mohammed gave evidence as to the proceedings of the Council of Notables. 
Toulba Pasha, prisoner, was interrogated. 

Arabi and Toulba Pashas were handed over to the Egyptian authorities and 
lodged in the new prison. 

October 6.—Toulba Pasha and Mahmoud Pasha Sami were interrogated. 

The Honourable Prank Napier arrived to act as counsel for Arabi Pasha. 

The Commission commenced the interrogation of prisoners on the 30th September, 
and several were interrogated before I attended the meetings. 

The Prencli system of procedure is, approximately, followed; the Commission acts 
as Juge d’Instruction, and interrogates the prisoners. The questions are, as a rule, 
put by the President, but the presence of so many members leads to digressions and 
discussions which aro of little value and only waste time. It is not easy to check 
these discussions, but there is already a marked improvement, and more rapid progress 
may bo expected as the members gain experience. The President is assisted by 
Borclli Bey, tho gentleman avIio is to formulate the charges upon which the prisoners 
will be tried, before the court-martial. 

The depositions of the prisoners arc taken down in Arabic; proces-verbaux are 
then drawn up and, after having been read before tho Commission, signed by the 
President and members. The proces-verbaux are translated into Preach for the use of 
Borelli Bey; many of them are long documents, and I have not thought it necessary 
to have copies made. 

When the interrogatories are finished the charges will be formulated and the 
prisoners brought beforo the court-martial. 

The most important prisoners are now kept in solitary confinement, and no one 
is allowed to communicate with them. The temporary prison Avas originally built for 
an li6tel, and tho rooms are large, clean and Avell ventilated. I have visited the 
prisoners, and tho only complaints Avcro of a trifling nature; some suggestions that I 
made were at once attended to. The prisoners are treated Avith more consideration than 
I expected both in tho prison and when brought beforo tho Court for interrogation; 
the proceedings, as a whole, are more dignified than those of any Court I have seen in 
Turkey. 

Tho Commission sits daily from 8 a.m. to 12 and from 3 p.m. to G p.m. 

I have received great assistance from Mr. Beaman, Avho is Avell acquainted Avith 
the genoral course of events, and from Mr. McCollough, of the Egyptian Telegraph 
Service, Avho has passed many years in tho country. Mr. Beaman keeps notes of the 
proceedings and furnishes me* Avith a daily report; he also acts as my interpreter at tho 
meetings “of tho Commission. Mr. McCollough compares the original proces-verbaux 
with the Prencli translations, and examines tho telegrams taken, at various stations, 
bv the British troops before they are handed over to tho Commision.

I HAYE the honour to inclose herewith copy of a Circular despatch which I 
have addressed to Her Majesty’s Consuls in Egypt, desiring them to forward to me 
lists of the arrests made within their Consular districts in connection with the recent 
rebellion. In calling attention to the orders given by the Khedive and His Highness’ 
Ministry against the exercise of torture or cruelty towards prisoners, I have instructed 
the Consuls that, should any instance of the application of thumb-screws or other 
torture come under their notice, they are to report it to me.

I HAY E to instruct you to send me a list of the arrests made within your 
Consular district in connection with the suppression of the rebellion. 

In making a request to the authorities for information on the subject, you will 
explain to them that such arrests have only been possible in consequence of the action 
of Her Majesty’s Government, and that, consequently, the right has been acquired by 
that Government to watch proceedings with regard to prisoners. 

There are three categories of prisoners:— 

1. Officers who have been taken prisoners or who have surrendered. 

2. Political prisoners. 

3. Persons accused of complicity in incendiarism, massacre, or pillage. 

You should, so far as is possible, divide the lists which you send me into the three 
classes. Of course some prisoners in the first and second class may be accused of the 
crimes specially attaching to the third class, in which case an indicating mark should 
be placed against the name. 

It is the order of the Khedive and His Highness’ Ministers that no torture or 
cruelty should be exercised towards prisoners. In case you should hear of an instance 
of the application of thumb-screws or other torture you will report it to me. 

I have sent a copy of this Circular to the President of the Council of Ministers, 
and have requested his Excellency to facilitate, through the local authorities, the 
execution of the instructions contained in it. 
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I have to request you to send a copy of this despatch, in the form of an instruc¬ 
tion, to the Consular authorities within your district.

I have communicated to Chdrif Pasha your Lordship’s telegrams No. 516 of 
the 16th and No. 519 of the 18th instant. The Government will, I think, in con¬ 
sequence of their contents, withdraw their opposition to the employment of foreign 
counsel, as they recognize that it is possible to introduce safeguards against undue 
protraction and the introduction of political questions. 

But Chdrif Pasha expresses the hope that Her Majesty’s Government will not 
interfere after the sentence is pronounced. He does not allude to the question of 
appeal to the clemency of the Khedive. He is only anxious that Her Majesty’s 
Government should not ask to have the proceedings of the trial laid before it for 
revision. I said that I had as yet nothing from your Lordship which led me to 
suppose that Her Majesty’s Government would interfere in this manner. His 
Excellency begged mo to submit the question to your Lordship.

IN consequence of tho arrangement proposed in your Lordship’s telegrams of the 
16th and 18th instant, which I have communicated to Chdrif Pasha, the Egyptian 
Government will probably consent to the admission of foreign counsel to defend Arabi, 
They see the possibility of guarding against the evils which were chiefly to be appre¬ 
hended, namely, the undue discussion of political questions, and the protraction of the 
trial beyond its proper limits. 

But, in conversation with me, Ch6rif Pasha showed some anxiety that there should 
be no retrospective interference on the part of Her Majesty’s Government when once 
the sentence of the court-martial had been pronounced. His Excellency was not 
speaking of any appeal which might be made to the clemency of the Khedive, but 
merely of tho proceedings of the Court; and he hopes that no demand will be made 
by Her Majesty’s Government for a review of those proceedings. 

In reply, I ventured to say that hitherto there had been no indication of such an 
intention in any instructions I had received; but his Excellency was anxious that the 
question should be submitted to your Lordship in order to avoid misunderstanding 
hereafter.

actual system of the dual Financial Control; in the place of which the scheme of the 
Egyptian Government would substitute one Financial Councillor, with modified attri¬ 
butions. This Councillor would be an Englishman. 

In the meantime, the Egyptian Government is very anxious that the two Con¬ 
trollers-General should not officially resume their functions. 

It is, I think, generally understood, both in official and other circles, that the 
Joint Anglo-French Financial Control is no longer in existence, and nothing, I 
venture to submit, would better confirm this belief than the presence in Cairo of the 
French Controller-General without his former official status.

2. All six prisoners are charged, under Article No. 55 of the Ottoman Penal Code, 
with having incited the Egyptians to arm against the Khedive’s Government. 

3. Arabi Pasha and three others are charged with having continued the war 
after peace was concluded. See Article No. 3 of the Ottoman Military Penal Code. 

4. All six prisoners are charged with having incited the people to civil war, and 
with having committed acts of destruction, massacre, and pillage on Egyptian 
territory. See Articles Nos. 56 and 57 of the Ottoman Penal Code.

My Lord, Aleih, October 9,1S82. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Excellency that since the receipt of news of 
the pacification of Egypt and the re-establishment of order in that country every 
steamer bound for Alexandria has been crowded with refugees returning to their 
homes; and, moreover, several vessels have been specially chartered to convey them. 

With the exception of the disturbance near Hasbeza, reported in my despatch 
of the 7th instant, which is a purely local affair, the most perfect tranquillity 
reigns throughout Syria, where the Moslems arc now quite convinced of the utter 
collapse of the “ National ” party in Egypt, and the danger of anything like a fanatical 
outbreak may be considered at an end. 

Last week Hamdi Pasha stayed two days at Aleih as the guest of Rustem Pasha, 
and I had several interviews with his Highness, which were mutually satisfactory to 
both of us. He thanked me for having seconded his efforts to maintain order during 
the last few months, in furnishing him with reliable information and in making useful 
suggestions, upon which ho usually acted, and the incident reported in my despatch 
of the 29th ultimo will servo as an example of several other similar cases.

YOU informed me by telegraph on the 22nd August that three Egyptian officers 
had surrendered to Sir G. Wolseley, and that it w r as proposed by him to send them to 
Alexandria. I informed you, in reply, that Her Majesty’s Government approved the 
proposal to hand over to the Khedive all prisoners of war taken in Egypt, but that 
you should obtain from the Khedive a previous engagement that none of them would 
be put to death without the consent of tho British authorities. 

The Khedive gave a verbal assurance to this effect, which you recorded in a 
formal note, but Clierif Pasha represented that the Government had intended to try 
all prisoners against wdiom serious charges existed by a carefully constituted Court, 
at w r hich he hoped that English officers of rank would be permitted to assist; that the 
proceedings would be public, and that the accused Avould be alloAvcd counsel for their 
defence; and he expressed a hope that these guarantees would be deemed sufficient, 
and that it might bo possible to arrange matters so as to meet the objects wdiich Her 
Majesty’s Government had in views Avithout any appearance of infringing the rights of 
the Khedive. 

Her Majesty’s Government agreed to Chdrif Pasha’s proposals, subject, hoAA r ever, 
retrospectively to any terms of surrender Avhich might have already been granted to 
the rebels, and prospectively subject to any terms which may be granted to them by 
the Commander-in-chief of Her Majesty’s forces in virtue, of his full powers. 

On the 8tli September you Avere informed that the terms of submission to be 
granted to tho rebels must provide that the army should be entirely disbanded; that 
all arms and forts should be surrendered; and that the principal rebels should be 
given up for trial in the districts where they had committed crimes, but that they 
should not bo put to death except Avith the concurrence of the British authorities. 
Her Majesty’s Government would not tako steps to prevent execution in cases such 
as the folloAving: having been guilty of taking part in tho burning of Alexandria, of 
abusing the flag of truce on the 12th July, or of being implicated in the murder of 
Europeans. The lives of those not proved to have committed crimes Avould be spared. 

On the 29tli September I informed you that Her Majesty’s Government did not 
desire to take any steps w r ith regard to the trial of the prisoners Avliich might have a 
tendency, real or apparent, to supersede tho authority of tho Khedive; that Ave did 
not wish that English officers should sit among the Judges, and so assume a share of 
responsibility for the sentences of tho Court. Wo desired to limit our action to 
assuring ourselves that the prisoners had a fair trial, and that no improper or unjust 
restrictions Avere placed on their defence. We reserved to ourselves the right of 
appealing to tho Khedive’s humanity of disposition to exercise his prerogative of 
mercy in any cases whero the full execution of the sentence may appear to them to 
entail unnecessary severity. 

Sir C. Wilson Avas selected to bo present at the trials, but not as a member of the 
Court, in order to Avatch the proceedings on behalf of Her Majesty’s Government. 

On tho 30th September you telegraphed that, Avith regard to the employment of 
counsel for tho defence, the pleadings Avould be in Arabic, and that tho Egyptian 
Government Avould not alloAV defence in any other language. 

An English barrister and solicitor having arrived at Cairo to conduct the defence 
of Arabi, you telegraphed on the 10th October that tho Egyptian Government had 
informed you that, by the Code under which tho court-martial Avas convened, 
Ji8:0J Y 
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prisoners were not allowed counsel, nor would tlie trial be public, or foreign officers 
be allowed to assist. There were, therefore, no precedents to guide the execution of 
the conditions made by Her Majesty’s Government, and the Egyptian Government 
considered that if they allowed Arabi to be defended by native counsel the condition 
on that point would be met. 

On the 13th I instructed you to insist that Arabi should be defended by counsel 
of Ills own choice, whether foreign or native, who should have free access to him, that 
interpreters should be provided, and that the trial should bo public ; and in answer to 
further inquiries made by you, at the request of CIterif Pasha, I explained to you that 
our view was that the free choice of their counsel should be allowed to all the 
prisoners, but that the Court would be able to control the conduct of the defence, and 
prevent the trial being unreasonably protracted. 

Her Majesty’s Government assumed that the prisoners would be tried on definite 
charges, and if time should be requested to procure the attendance of absent witnesses, 
they considered that counsel should state what facts they arc expected to prove, and 
that the request should be refused if the object were not to prove any fact material to 
the charges, but to prove any political reasons or motives. 

In a later telegram I proposed the following rules for the conduct of the trials, 
which it is believed will fully meet all the difficulties anticipated by the Egyptian 
Government:— 

“1. Prisoners should be allowed foreign counsel if any are on the spot, and 
available within the time reasonably fixed for the trial. 

“ 2. The names of such counsel should be submitted to, and accepted by, the 
Egyptian Government. 

“3. Native counsel only should be allowed to address the Court; foreign counsel 
should only advise. 

“ 4. No arguments or evidence as to political motives or reasons in justification of 
the offences charged should be admitted, but only such as go to establish or disprove 
the truth of the charges made. 

“5. No counsel should appear who does not subscribe to the above conditions, 
which should bo rigidly enforced by the Court.” 

Her Majesty’s Government advised the Khedive to allow foreign counsel to be 
retained on the above conditions; and it appears from the latest report on the subject 
received from you that the Egyptian Government not only recognize that the 
proposed safeguards will be sufficient to prevent the undue protraction of the trials 
and the introduction of political questions, which they had anticipated if the prisoners 
were defended by foreigners, but have accepted the procedure agreed upon between, 
their advocate and the counsel for Arabi’s defence, according to which eacli accused 
will have the right to choose two counsel, one of whom, whether a native or foreigner, 
will be allowed to address the Court.

YOU reported on the 30tli ultimo that you had received a letter from Mr. Wilfrid 
Blunt, inclosing one under flying seal for Arabi, which he requested you to forward, 
and which stated that he intended to go to Cairo to assist Arabi with his evidence, and 
that he w r ould take out an English barrister to conduct his dofcnce. On the 5th 
instant you telegraphed a message which had been sent to you by Arabi, with a request 
that it might be communicated to Sir William Gregory or Mr. Blunt. 

I informed you that Her Majesty’s Government could not bo the medium of 
communicating between Arabi and the two gentlemen whom I have named, and that 
our reason for this refusal was that we considered that Arabi should, if he wished it, 
communicate directly with them, and, in order to enable him to do so, I telegraphed 
to you the address of Sir W. Gregory, who was then staying in Paris. I added that 
if I heard from you that Arabi was unable to take this step, I suggested the message 
should be forwarded to Sir W. Gregory from the Foreign Office. 

Having subsequently learned from you that Mr. Napier had arrived in Cairo to 
conduct Arabi’s defence, and that the Egyptian Government had raised difficulties on 
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the subject, I sent you the instructions recorded in my despatch of this day, to insist 
that Arabi should be allowed to employ the counsel of his own choice, whether 
foreign or native, for his defence.

Mr. W. S. Blunt to Mr. Gladstone. 

Mv dear Sir, 10, James Street, Buckingham Gate, September 19, 1882. 

NOW that the military resistance of the Egyptians is at an end, and Arabi and their 
chief leaders have surrendered to Her Majesty’s forces, I venture to address you once 
more in the interests of justice no less than of those whom the fortune of war has thus 
suddenly thrown into your hands. 

It would seem to be contemplated that a court-martial should assemble shortly to 
try and judge the military leaders for rebellion, and, in the case of some of these and 
of civilians, a Civil Tribunal to inquire into their alleged connection with other violent 
proceedings. If this should be the truth, I would earnestly beg your attention to certain 
circumstances of the case which seem to demand careful consideration. 

1. The members of the proposed court-martial, if Egyptians and appointed by the 
Khedive, can hardly be free agents or uninfluenced in their feelings towards the prisoners. 
They would be chosen from among the few officers who espoused the Khedive’s cause, and 
would of necessity be partisans. 

2. Even were this not the case, native false witness is so common in Egypt, and the 
falsification of Arabic documents so easy, that little reliance could be placed upon the 
testimony adduced. The latter would need to be submitted to experts before being 
accepted with any certainty. 

3. Native evidence, if favourable to the prisoners, will be given under fear. There 
will be a strong inducement to withhold it, and as strong an inducement, in the desire of 
Court favour, to offer evidence unfavourable. The experts charged with examining 
documents will, if native, be equally subject to these influences. 

4. The evidence of Europeans settled in Egypt, though given without fear of con¬ 
sequences, may be expected to be strongly coloured by resentment. These Europeans 
are in some sense themselves parties to the suit. They will many of them have lost 
property or have been injured in their trade during the late troubles, or have personal 
insults to avenge. The vindictive tone of the English in Egypt is every day apparent in 
their letters published by the English press. 

5. It will be insufficient, if full justice for the prisoners is to be secured, that the 
ordinary form of Her Majesty’s Representative being present through a Dragoman or 
otherwise at the proceedings should be the only one observed. Political feeling has 
probably run too high at Cairo during the last six months for quite impartial observation. 

6. Should English officers, as it is hoped will be the case, be added to the native 
members of the couit-martial, they will be ignorant, or nearly ignorant, of the language 
spoken by the prisoners, and will be unable themselves to examine the documents or 
cross-examine the witnesses. They will necessarily be in the hands of their interpreters, 
who, if unchecked, may alter or distort the words used to the detriment of the prisoners. 
Nearly all the Dragomans of the Consulate are Levantine Christians, violently hostile to 
the Mussulman Aiabs, while it may safely be affirmed that there are no Englishmen in 
Egypt both fully competent and quite unbiassed who could be secured in this capacity. 
Arabic is a language little known among our officials, and their connection with the late 
troubles is too recent to have left them politically calm. 

It would seem, therefore, that unless special steps are taken, there is grave danger of 
a miscarriage of justice in the trial. To remedy this, I have decided, at my own charge 
and that of some of my friends, to secure the services of a competent English counsel for 
the principal prisoners, and to proceed with him to Cairo to collect evidence for the 
defence. 1 shall also take with me the Rev. Mr. Sabunji as interpreter, and watch the 
proceedings on behalf of the prisoners. My knowledge of Arabic is too imperfect for me 
to act alone; but Mr. Sabunji is a friend of the chief prisoners, and is eminently capable 


► 











of speaking for them. He knows English, French, Turkish, and Italian well, and is 
probably the first Arabic scholar now living. The prisoners have full confidence in him, 
and I believe, also, that they have full confidence in me. Thus alone, perhaps, they will 
obtain what, I submit, they are entitled to,—a full, a fair, and to some extent even a 
friendly hearing. 

I shall esteem it a favour if I can be informed, at as early a date as possible, what 
will be the exact nature of the trial, and what the principal charges made. I hope, too, 
that every facility will be afforded me and those with me in Egypt to prosecute our tasks’ 
and I cannot doubt that your personal sense of justice will approve it. 

In conclusion, it may not be unnecessary that I should promise you that, while thus 
engaged, I and those with me will scrupulously avoid all interference with contemporary 
politics. 1

My dear Sir, 10, James Street, Buckingham Gate, September 27, 1882. 

1 WROTE to you about ten days ago, stating my intention of engaging competent 
English counsel for Arabi Pasha and the other chief Egyptian prisoners in case they should 
be brought to trial, and of going myself to Cairo to procure evidence for them and watch 
the proceedings, and I begged you to give me early notice of any decision that might be 
come to regarding them. 

Your reply, through Mr. Hamilton, though giving me no assurance that English 
counsel would be allowed, seemed to suggest that my proposal would be considered; and I 
accordingly retained, provisionally, a barrister of eminence to act for the prisoners, should 
it be decided they should be thus defended. In view also of the legal necessity of gaining 
the prisoners’ consent to the arrangement, I wrote, under cover to Sir Edward Malet, to 
Arabi Pasha, begging his authorization of my thus defending them, a letter to which I have 
as yet received no answer, nor have I received any further communication from yourself or 
from Lord Granville, to whom you informed me the matter would be referred. 

Now, however, I see it reported in the “Times,” from Cairo, that a Military Court 
to try all offenders will be named no later than to-morrow, the paragraph being as 
follows:— 

“ The Military Court to try all offenders will be named to-morrow. The Khedive, 
Chdrif, and Riaz all insist strongly on the absolute necessity of the capital punishment of 
the prime offenders, an opinion from which there are few, if any, dissentients. Cherif, 
whose gentleness of character is well known, said to me to-day:—* It is not because I 
have a feeling of spite against any of them, but because it is absolutely necessary for the 
security of all who wish to live in the country. An English expedition is an excellent 
thing, but neither you nor we want it repeated every twelve months.’ ” 

If this statement is true, it would seem to confirm my worst suspicions as to the 
foregone decision of the Khedive’s advisers to take the prisoners’ lives, and to justify all 
my arguments as to the improbability of their obtaining a fair trial. I therefore venture 
once more to urge a proper legal defence being granted them, such as I have suggested, 
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and, in any case, to beg that you will relieve me of further doubt and, if it must be so r 
responsibility in the matter, by stating clearly whether English counsel will be allowed or 
refused in the case of Arabi Pasha and the chief prisoners, and whether proper facilities 
can be promised me in Egypt of communicating with the prisoners and obtaining them 
competent interpretation. 

In the present state of official feeling at Cairo, it would be manifestly impossible for 
me and those I have proposed to take with me to work effectually for the prisoners without 
special diplomatic protection and even assistance. 

The apparent urgency of the case must be my excuse with you for begging an 
immediate answer.

sanction having been previously asked and obtained. In consequence of such repre¬ 
sentations, the work of recruiting which had been set on foot in this country has been 
stopped, though the Governors of provinces have been instructed to draw up lists 
available for future use. 

The progress of recruitment in foreign countries has been interrupted by the 
refusal of the authorities to allow its continuance. 

I have had the honour to forward to your Lordship, by to-day’s mail, a copy of the 
scheme drawn up by General Baker Pasha for the reorganization of the Egyptian army, 
a summary of which I transmitted in my telegram of the 20th instant.

According to all the rules of equity and of international precedent, Great Britain 
might properly claim that this expenditure should form a charge on the revenues of 
Egypt. Bearing in mind, however, the heavy burdens already imposed on those 
revenues, Her Majesty’s Government are unwilling, especially at this moment, to 
make so serious an addition to them. They have throughout had in view the solid 
prosperity of Egypt as one of the principal objects of British policy towards that 
country, and they are willing to forego their claim on the above head if by so doing 
they can effectually promote that object. It must be understood, however, that it is 
upon this ground that the concession is made, and that Her Majesty’s Government will 
not pledge themselves to abstain from asserting the claim if, contrary to their confi¬ 
dent expectations, they should see signs that the administration of Egypt is not carried 
on in a manner to insure the welfare of that country and the happiness of its people. 

Her Majesty’s Government consider also that now that the Egyptian army has 
been disbanded, Egypt may be expected to contribute without inconvenience so much 
of the cost of maintaining British troops in the country as would defray the expense 
of a force sufficient for the preservation of order and public tranquillity until the new 
forces of the Khedive are properly organized and set on foot.

THE suppression of the rebellion through the victory of Tel-el-Kebir was 
followed by complete tranquillity throughout the country, and it is only by degrees 
that the population is beginning to recover from the blow which made it senseless for 
a time. According to all tradition, the victors Avould have made use of the oppor¬ 
tunity to ride rough-shod in every direction, and to stifle every voice that did not raise 
itself in their praise. 

The reports now coming in from the country seem to show that the people either 
do not believe in the capture of Arabi or arc convinced that he and the British forces 
have come to an agreement to his advantage. They cannot understand that though 
conquered lie is treated with consideration, while awaiting sentence by a court- 
martial, because such treatment is unlike anything they have ever seen or heard of. 
Arabi contrived to inspire the people with the belief that he possessed Divine power 
to restore the supremacy of Islam, and the common saying among the people is that 
he cannot be put to death, and that he will yet prove himself the “ Malidi ” or 
Saviour. The moro ignorant have a story that lie is at present making a forty days’ 
journey through the heavens, and in general his hold on the sympathy of the lower 
classes has made rapid and dangerous strides since tho time when he became the 
acknowledged leader of the people against armed Christian invasion. 

It is natural that the events of the past three months should have brought home 
to all parts of the country the fact that a great struggle was engaged, and the bare 
fact of Mussulmans being on the one side and Christians on the other, is sufficient to 
account for the drift of public feeling with regard to it. 

Now that the end has come and that tho mass of the population find no evil 
effects accruing to them, they account for it by the Divine powers of Arabi, on the 
ground that Divine power alone could save them under such circumstances. They are 
beginning to lift up then* heads, and an uneasy feeling is again pervading the country. 
Requests are made to me from many places to send English troops, in order that the 
fact of the occupation may be brought home to the people; but the military 
authorities are averse to distributing detachments, on account of the sickness which 
has attacked those which have already been stationed in the outlying districts. I am 
not apprehensive of danger, but there is no doubt that the hostility of the lower class 
of native to the Christian which has been aroused by recent events has not been 
allayed by our success, and that until tho trial of the State prisoners is over, the evil 
spirit will continue to ferment and increase.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-martial on 
Prisoners for the Week ending October 14, 1882, 

October 7 . —Mustaplia Bey Sublii, Prdfet de Polico, Alexandria, gave evidence 
relating to events of the 12th July. Boutros Pasha Ghali read a deposition respecting 
the proceedings of the Cairo National Council. Prisoners Ahmed Bey Rifaat, Secretary 
to the Council of Ministers, and Yakouh Pasha Sami, Under-Secretary for War, were 
interrogated. 

October 8.—Colonel Abd-ul-Ghaffar appeared before the Commission, and com¬ 
plained that on the previous night Ibrahim Agha, Chief Tutunji to the Khedive, had 
entered his cell, used abusive languago to him, struck him, and spat in his face. 
Ibrahim Agha, as it afterwards appeared, entered the cells of Arabi Pasha and other 
prisoners, and treated them in a similar way, the same ovening. Arabi Pasha also 
complained that shortly after he was transferred from an English to an Egyptian 
guard he was visited by some of the Khedive’s cavasses, who searched him roughly 
and stole his amulets. The Prefet de Polico told Mr. Beaman that the cavasses said 
they had tlio Khedive’s orders to enter Arabi Pasha’s cell and search him. The 
President of tho Commission took the matter up warmly, and appointed a Sub¬ 
committee of Inquiry. Por fuller details, see my letters of tho 10th and 12th 
October, with inclosures, to Sir Edward Malet, K.C.B. 

Prisoners Yakoub Pasha Sami, Hassan Bey Hussein, Head of Telegraph Bureau 


Correspondence, and Mahmoud Pasha Pehmi, Engineer and Chief of the Staff to 
Arabi Pasha, were interrogated. Mustaplia Bey Subhi gave further evidence. 

October 9.—Prisoners Mahmoud Pasha Eehmi, Mahmoud Pasha Sami (Baroudi), 
Ahmed Bey Rifaat, Said Bey Kandeel, Prdfet de Police, Alexandria, on the 11th June, 
and Sheikh Abdoo, were interrogated. The last gave the form of oath taken by the 
officers at Abdin Barracks. Said Ahmed Amar, Captain of “Massr,” and Mohamed Atif, 
Governor of the Tershaneh Prison, gave evidence respecting the escape of prisoners 
implicated in the massacre of the 11th June, and of the condemned convicts. 

October 10. — Prisoners Mahmoud Pasha Sami, Toulbeh Pasha, Abd-ul-Aal 
Pasha, Mohamed Riza Bey, Kiamil Pasha, Ali Roobi Pasha, and Omar Bey Ralimi, 
private secretary to Arabi Pasha, were interrogated. 

On visiting the prisoners in their cells this day, I found some of them suffering 
from slight fever, and, as they said they were afraid to trust themselves to the doctor 
of the prison, they were visited, with Sir Garnet Wolseley’s permission, by 
Dr. Jackson, of the General Staff. 

October 11.—Prince Ibrahim, Prince Kamal, Prince Ahmed, Mohamed Bey Zamr, 
and others gave evidence. 

Prisoners Khadr Kliadr Bey and Arabi Pasha were interrogated. 

October 12.—A list of native laAvyers was circulated amongst the prisoners, and 
they were invited to select counsel for their defence from the names (eighty) on the 
list. The prisoners were also warned that the court-martial would open on Monday 
next, the 16th instant. 

Arabi Pasha was interrogated. 

It was decided that Arabi Pasha, Toulbeh Pasha, Mahmoud Pasha Sami, Omar 
Bey Ralimi, Mahmoud Pasha Pehmi, and Said Bey Kandeel should in the first instance 
be brought before the court-martial. 

October 13.—Prisoners Arabi Pasha, Abu Hashmi, an officer in Suleiman Sami’s 
regiment on the 12th July, Major Ahmed Nedjim, of the same regiment, and others 
were interrogated. Raghcb Pasha gave evidenco. 

October 14.—Visited the Chamber of Notables, the room in which the court- 
martial is to he held, with the Minister of Justice, and found that proper arrangements 
had been made for the accommodation of persons attending the trial. 

Prisoners Arabi Pasha, and Colonel Mustapha Abder Raheem, of Suleiman Sami’s 
regiment, were interrogated. 

The proceedings of the Commission have been conducted with great fairness 
towards the prisoners, and the President and members have shown an application to 
business which I have never seen in the East before. The system of procedure is 
necessarily tedious, but the President has done all ho can to expedite the work of the 
Commission. 

In consequence of what occurred on the night of the 7tli instant, the President 
has issued strict orders that no one is to bo admitted to the cells of the prisoners 
without a written order from him.

Sir, Cairo, October 17, 1882. 

I HAVE tho honour to forward to you the following items of military informa¬ 
tion :— 
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On the 9th October the divisional organization of the British forces was broken 
up; the divisional Generals have left for England. 

Three of the four infantry brigades and the brigade of cavalry (two regiments) 
and artillery (1 horse artillery and 4 field batteries) have been inspected by the 
General commanding, who leaves Cairo on the 19th. 

Departures of troops and Departmental officers continue, and will do so until 
the army of occupation alone remains. 

General Wood leaves Cairo on the 18th. 

Embarkations continue at Alexandria. 

Hie Egyptian authorities are occupied in the cleansing and purifying of barracks 
"under the direction of the Royal Engineers, and will be assisted by military working 
parties. The barracks will he ready for occupation in six weeks. & 

The citadel has been selected as the site for the main hospital. 

There is a considerable amount of sickness among the troops ; in all, some 2,000 
men have gone home sick, and there are, in round numbers, 1,000 at both Cairo and 
Alexandria. The diseases are of the kind ordinarily prevalent among Europeans in 
a ypt- 

Damietta, Rosetta, and Aboukir have been examined by Engineer officers, and 
plans ot the works, as well as ol the lines, at Tol-cl-Kcbir and Kafr-Dowar made. 
There is a question of a Commission to report on the permanent coast defences. 

The Egyptian authorities have dispatched the usual recruiting parties on their 
own initiative, but they have been instructed merely to draw and register the 
conscripts, leaving them for the present in their homes. Over 200 Albanians have 
arrived in the country, and recruiting is said to be going on in Albania and 
Thessaly. 

There is no doubt that the Egyptian authorities aim at constructing an army 
very much on the old system, but as the governing class finds itself isolated from the 
native population, it is anxious to strengthen its position by the employment of 
mercenaries. The officials are in favour of expensive troops, such as field artillery, 
cavalry, &c. 

The economical reform that might with such advantage bo introduced at the 
present crisis will bo opposed in every way by the officials. 

The lists of so-called loyal officials are taking enormous developments, and 
military employment is looked on by these as fair spoil now that the rebellion has 
collapsed. The Oriental custom of rewarding favourites and faithful servants by 
military posts has obtained in the past at Cairo, and there seems no evidence of an 
intention to relinquish it. 

Appointments are being promised, though the Khedive has stated that the long 
lists in course of preparation are merely a provisional register; the recipients, however, 
of promises in some eases of higher rank have at once assumed the uniform of that 
rank. I have heard of four or five Colonels being definitely appointed, one, Khalousi 
Bey, to the command of the cavalry! The Ministry of War, which a few days ago 
afforded the curious spectacle of a Minister, a Secretary, and six copying clerks, is 
now a crowded bureau teeming with employes and office-seekers. An Under-Minister 
of War has been appointed. The Ministry of War has the unenviable notoriety of 
being the most corrupt of Egyptian Departments and a hotbed of intrigue. It was 
the instrument by which Arabi and the mutineer chiefs gained their power and 
perfected their intrigues. It was the only Department, I hear, whose accounts were 
never duly submitted iu detail for audit, and its radical abuses, according to excellent 
authority, were of the worst type. I would submit to you that, in the event of great 
reduction and changes being made iu the Egyptian forces and organization, this 
Ministry be replaced by a clerical bureau subordinate to the Chief of the Stall'.

Dear Mr. Borg, Zagazig>, October 12,18S2. 

I EEEL obliged to submit to you a few observations which may prove to be 
of use. 

Several leading rebel accomplices have been brought here in connection with 
tlicir trials. Among them are Ahmed Bey Abaza, Amecn Bey Shamsy, Abdullah 
Bey, and several others, all extensive landed proprietors, with some 3,000 or 4,000 
men on their estates who, in no time could surround the town, rescue their masters 
from prison, and perhaps, also, massacre the Christians who are here, and no one would 
bo able to check their course. 

This might last until troops arrived from Cairo, but two hours would lie enough 
to ruin the town and massacre every European here. The lower classes are not yet 
satisfied that Arabi is a prisoner, and that the Khedive’s power has been restored. 

This is damaging trade, because some of the natives, indebted to Europeans, are 
selling the produce for tlicir own benefit and will not pay up, saying that some time 
since orders had been given them not to pay any one, as Europeans would not return 
to the country, and that they require a fresh order from the Mudirieh to pay their 
debts. On this important point the authorities should issue severe orders to the 
Sheikhs of villages. 

Reverting to the first paragraph of this letter, it would bo very desirable that 
some troops, say 150 men, should be stationed here. Their presence would dispel every 
alarm at present existing among the population ; and while it ensured public safety, 
it would also encourage trade, which is at present very dull, and in every respect 
doubtful (sic).

Ibrahim Aglm, with others, entered the colls of Colonel Abd-ul-GlialTar and Arabi 
Pasha. 

Ibrahim Agha abused Arabi Pasha in foul language, struck him, spat in his face, 
and roughly tore from his neck the charms which Moslems prize so highly.* 

Arabi Pasha said ho feared his life was iu danger, and appealed to me for 
protection. 

Ibrahim Agha abused Colonel Abd-ul-GlialVar, violently struck him in the mouth, 
and spat in his face in the presence of a sentry and of the sub-officer.

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Tlie said Ibrahim Agha is, I understand, either a eunuch or a cavass in the 
Khedive’s service—I think the former; and it is a strange coincidence that, the same 
night, the prison was visited by a certain Sliokri Bey, who, I am told, is a member of 
the Khedive’s household. I have not been able to find out whether Ibrahim Agha 
and Shokri Bey were at the prison at the same time. 

I at once reported the matter to Ismail Pasha Eyoub, President of the Commis¬ 
sion, who took it up warmly, and called on the officials of the prison. None attempted 
to deny the outrages; but the person who admitted Ibrahim Agha to the cells could 
not be discovered. The President, who spoke in strong terms of what had occurred, 
then appointed a Committee of Inquiry from the Commission; but their labours have 
hitherto borne no fruit, and I fear it will be some days before they report. 

The committal of such gross outrages on defenceless prisoners by a member of the 
Khedive’s household, in a prison over which there is an English guard, and whilst an 
English officer is attending a Commission appointed by His Highness to formulate 
charges ag ains t the prisoners, is, I would venture to submit, an act that demands 
serious notice, and one that is a distinct infraction of the spirit, if not the letter, 
of the terms upon which prisoners of war were handed over to the Egyptian 
Government. 

I trust you will not think that I am exceeding my duty if I ask that the whole 
affair may be brought to the notice of the Egyptian Government, with a view to the 
arrest and punishment of Ibrahim Agha and the restoration of the articles stolen from 
Arabi Pasha.

Sir, Cairo, October 12, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to forward herewith a note of the proceedings of the Sub- 
Committee appointed by the Commission of Inquiry to investigate the complaints of 
ill-treatment made by Arabi Pasha and Colonel Abd-ul-Ghaffar. 

The result is highly unsatisfactory, and the manner of Ibrahim Agha before the 
Committee showed that he felt certain of strong support in high quarters. 

It is very disgraceful to all the Egyptian officials concerned that, in little more 
than an hour after the transfer of Arabi Pasha from an English to an Egyptian guard, 
he should be roughly handled and robbed of his amulets and charms by servants 
from the Palace. This was done whilst an English guard was mounted at the 
prison-door. 

I would point out, in connection with this, that on the 9tli instant, the day after 
I brought the visit of Ibrahim Agha to the notice of the Commission, a paragraph 
appeared in the “ Egyptian Gazette ” calculated to lead people to believe that the 
amulets were taken from Arabi Pasha when he gave himself up to the English, 

I am quite confident that the statements of Arabi Pasha and Colonel Abd-ul- 
Ghaffar are substantially true, and if anything were wanting to confirm my beliof, it 
was an event which occurred this morning. A basket of fruit from the Khedive’s 
garden was left at my quarters with His Highness’ compliments. As the fruit was 
sent in the Khedive’s name, I did not feel at liberty to return it, though it was, in all 
probability, sent by the “ Tutunji,” in his master’s name, as a peace-offering. 

My own inclination would be to push this matter to the end, and it would be 
easy to ascertain the truth by confronting the men, and making them take the most 
binding Moslem oath. I feel, however, that, as the Khedive’s name has been brought 
in, and several members of His Highness’ household are implicated, it would not be 
right to take further steps without your direction. I would therefore beg to submit 
the case for your instructions.

Proceedings of the Sub-Committee appointed to investigate Outrages on Arabi Pasha and 

Colonel Abd-ul-Ghaffar. 

ADD-UL-GHAEEAK deposed that on Saturday night, the 7th, he was roused 
at 3'40 (about 9 - 30 p.m.) by a voice bidding him rise. He rose and found Ibrahim 
Agha and a man in civil dress in his cell. Ibrahim Aglia asked if he knew 
him; then hit him twice in the face, spat on him, and used abusive language. 

The officer of the guard, when called, stated he was away on business that night 
at the police-station. 

The Sagh Kol Agliassi (Lieutenant) M'ustapha Burassi, when called, stated that 
no one could enter the cells without his consent and presence. He named the sentries 
on duty that night, and the keepers of the keys. No one entered the cells that 
evening. Shokri Bey went round the passages, but opened no doors. 

Several men of the guard were called, and all denied having seen any one on the 
night in question. No one could have obtained possession of the keys without the 
knowledge of the key-keepers. 

The six key-keepers were called in, and ranged in a row; Abd-ul-Ghaffar was 
then brought in, and on being asked to identify the man who entered his cell on the 
night of the 7th, at once pointed out Lcbib Effendi, who was in charge of the key of 
his cell that night. 

Arabi Pasha deposed that on the 5th he was removed from the care of Colonel 
Thynne, and removed to the Egyptian prison. He was placed in a different room to 
that -which ho now occupies, and whilst there was searched by the Sagh Kol Aghassi, 
who took from him a receipt for certain seals, signed by a delegate from the Police 
Office, and a statement of recent events -which he had prepared. An hour later (appa¬ 
rently during the midday adjournment of the Commission) several persons, amongst 
■whom were Aghas of the Khedive’s guard, and a Master of Ceremonies, named Hussein 
Effendi Pouzi, entered the cell. One of the men approached in a threatening manner 
and said, “ Get up, I am going to search you.” He was then searched, and even his 
boots taken off, Nothing Avas found except certain charms, worn under the 
clothes, which Avere taken from him. Later on ho Avas visited and searched a 
third time. 

On Saturday night, the 7th, about 9’30 p.m., the door of his room Avas opened, 
and a number of persons crowded in. The room Avas dark and lie could not recognize 
them. Some one said iu a loud voice, “ Ya Arabi,” and, on his rising, shouted, “ I am 
Ibrahim Agha, you son of a dog, you pig,” &c. Ibrahim Agha then spat in his face 
three times, and used abusive language. They remained five or ten minutes, and then 
went out. 

The Lieutenant of the guard, the key-keepers, and sentries were called in, and all 
denied having alloAved any one to enter Arabi’s cell, or having seen any one enter on 
the night of the 7th instant. 

Ibrahim Agha, who, it appears, is “Tutunji ” (chief pipe-bearer or tobacco-man) 
to the Khedive, and a Turk, Avas then called. He denied ever having been at the 
prison before ho Avas summoned by the Commission, and stated that his duties kept 
him at the Palace. If necessary, he could call many witnesses to prove an alibi , 
amongst others the Khedive himself. Ho asserted that the old quarrel betAveen him 
and the prisoners w r as known to every one, and that the charges were brought against 
him out of spite. On being asked how tAvo prisoners, in separate cells, situated in 
different parts of the building, and without means of communicating Avith each other, 
could give such strong evidence against him, he could give no explanation. 

Ibrahim Agha Avas then confronted with Arabi Pasha and Colonel Abd-ul-Ghaffar, 
and persisted in his denial. The tAvo prisoners declared their readiness to SAvear and bo 
killed on the spot if their statements Avcro not true. 

The Sagh Kol Aghassi, who no longer belonged to the prison guard, and the 
sentry over Arabi’s door, Avho had since left the service, Avere arrested that they might 
bo at the disposal of the Committee, but after Ibrahim Agha’s statement it was 
decided that thoy should bo released. 

The Committee, finding it useless to continue their labours, then dissolved.

MU. CONSUL ST. JOHN haying informed me of the arrival at Ragusa of 
Ismail Pasha, who was waiting there for permission from the Austrian Government 
to recruit Mahommedans in Bosnia for the Egyptian service, I put some questions on 
the subject to Count Ksilnoky. 

His Excellency told me that when Count della Sala was here two months ago he 
had asked him whether the Imperial Government would sanction and give facilities for 
the enrolment of Bosnians in the Egyptian service. 

He had answered that the question should he addressed to M. de Kallay, who 
administers the Government of Bosnia, rather than to himself, but he could take it 
upon him to say that the permission would certainly not he given. Notwithstanding 
this, Ismail Pasha arrived some time after at Corfu, where he stated that everything 
had been arranged Avitli the Austrian Government, and subsequently proceeded to 
Itagusa in order to commence the task that had been intrusted to him. 

It would appear very much as if Count della Sala, in order to conceal his own 
failure, had represented in Egypt that he had obtained the Austrian consent, and 
allowed Ismail Pasha to be sent on a fruitless errand. 

When I asked Count Kalnoky whether he considered that there were practical 
objections to allowing the enrolments, he replied that lie was most decidedly of that 
opinion ; that of course, if individuals who were under no obligation to remain in the 
country chose to go to Egypt and to take service there, they Avere free to do so, but 
the Imperial Government could not countenance an open system of recruiting.

THE folloAving is the procedure agreed upon between the advocate of the 
Egyptian Government and the counsel for Arabi’s defence :— 

Article 1. As soon as the Commission of Instruction has settled the indictment of 
one or more persons, notice shall be given to the accused, AA'ith the information that 
they are to be tried by the court-martial. 

Art. 2. Each accused shall have the right to choose for his -defenco a native or 
foreign advocate, but avIio is resident in Egypt at the moment of the opening of the 
debates before the Court. In the last case, and before communication with the accused, 
the advocate must be accepted by the Egyptian Government. Each advocate Avill 
have the right to bo assisted by a second advocate, avIio Avill not address the Court. 

Art. 3. All the documents of the instruction will be held at the disposal of the 
counsel for defenco in the offices of the Commission. 

Art. 4. The counsel for defenco will have the right to produce, and cause to be 
heard on all questions of the trial in their presence, and in that of the accused, such 
witnesses as tlioy deom useful, whether they liaA r e been heard previously or not. 

Art. 6. The prosecution, as Avell as the defenco, can produce depositions received 
abroad by the competent authorities, and they shall bo as valid as depositions made 
before the Commission of Instruction. 

Art. 6. The counsel for defenco shall bo beholden to observe tho greatest 
diligence in the procedure, and should their vvish to prolong it uselessly be manifest, 
the President of tho Commission shall liavo tho right to declare the instruction 
closed. 

Art. 7. Tho procedure of the defence forms all [? an] integral part of the 
instruction, Avliich is definitely closed by mutual agreement between tho prosecution 
and the defence, or by direction of the President in the case provided for by the 
previous Article. 

Art. 8. The court-martial may meet seven days after the close of the instruction 
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without a fresh delay being asked for under whatever pretext. The faculty of 
granting a fresh delay is reserved to the court-martial in case of urgent necessity. 

Art. 9. No witnesses shall be heard before tho court-martial, either at the request 
of the prosecution, the defenco, or the Court. 

Art. 10. Tho eighth day after the close of the instruction the debates may open 
before the court-martial. The President will order the indictment to be read in 
Arabic, also the evidence and all the documents of the trial. This done, the President 
will authorize the accused and the counsel for defence to speak. After tho defence, 
the Delegate of the Commission of Instruction will reply, if necessary. In that case 
the accused or their counsel may reply. The debates will after that be immediately 
closed. Until the closure of the debates the prosecution and the defence will have 
the right to put in arguments in Avriting. 

Art. 11. The sentence of the Court shall be pronounced in public. 

Art. 12. The defence shall bo free; nevertheless, the President of the Court sh all 
have the power to withdraw the right to speak from counsel for tho defence who shall 
go into questions or considerations foreign to tho trial, or who use expressions 
injurious or offensive to the constituted authority of the country.

SIR CHARLES WILSON reports that since the 17th September he has visited 
the prisons in Cairo frequently, that he saw and spoke to M. Ninet on three occasions, 
and. that if any of the prisoners had been treated with cruelty ho would almost 
certainly have heard of it. M. Ninet always expressed himself as satisfied with the 
treatment which he and his fellow-prisoners received, except that they wore too 
crowded. Sir Charles found the prison authorities ready to adopt any suggestions 
which he made to them from time to time. Ho states that the cleanliness of the 
prisons and the treatment of the prisoners is in very marked contrast to what prevails 
in Turkish prisons, and he does not think the prisoners have any reasonable ground of 
complaint. There are 140 political prisoners. Sir Charles has heard of no cases in 
Cairo of the application of tliumb-screws, and, except condemned criminals, he has 
seen no men in chains. Sir Charles knows nothing of the provinces. Cli&rif Pasha 
informed mo a short while ago that there were very few prisoners in the provinces. I 
am awaiting answers to my Circular to Consular authorities on the subject. Consul 
West reports from Suez that there are only two political prisoners there. Ninet was 
liberated from prison at my request. Sir Charles Wilson and Colonel Stewart have 
visited the prisons to-day, and have made the above Report since.

Memorandum by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Condition of Prisoners confined in 

Egyptian Prisons at Cairo. 

I HAVE no note of the dato on which I first visited the prisons, but believe it 
was the 17th September, two days after the occupation of Cairo. On the 20th 
September I visited the prison with Brigadier-General the Honourable J. C. Dormer, 
and since that date tho prisons have been frequently visited, either by myself or by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart, 11th Hussars. I have seen many of the prisoners alone, 
and questioned them, and on three occasions I saw and spoke to M. Ninet; I should 
therefore almost certainly have heard if any of the prisoners had been treated with 
cruelty. 
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M. Ninet always expressed himself as satisfied with the treatment which he and 
his fellow-prisoners received, except that they were too crowded. The other com¬ 
plaints were always [trifling, and I have found the prison authorities ready to adopt 
any suggestions which I have made from time to time. 

With the exception of the two cases which I have already reported, viz., the visit 
of the Khedive’s cavasses on the 5th October, and of the Khedive’s “ Tutunji ” on the 
7th, I believe the prisoners have been well-treated. 

The cleanliness of the prisons and the treatment of the prisoners is in very 
marked contrast to those which prevail in Turkish prisons, and I do not think the 
prisoners have any reasonable ground for complaint. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart, in his Report of a visit to the prison at the police- 
court to-day, which I forward herewith, states that a frenchman in prison reports 
frequent cases of bastinadoing, but that the Prdfet de Police denied the charge. To 
prove the truth of this it would be necessary to have a medical examination made. I 
visited the Citadel prison myself to-day and found twenty-six prisoners there; nearly 
all of them had been condemned for criminal offences before the recent disturbances.

Of this number 140 are acknowledged to be political prisoners. It is quite 
possible that some of the others may be imprisoned for minor political offences, but 
without going into each man’s case it is quite impossible to arrive at the truth. 

I have not heard of any cases at Cairo in which thumbscrews have been applied, 
and, except condemned criminals, I have seen no men in chains. 

Considering the contusion which prevailed on the occupation of Cairo, I am of 
opinion that the arrests which were ordered were carried out without any undue 
harshness to the prisoners.

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Some of these rooms appear crowded, such as the room in which there are 124 
prisoners. A Frenchman, who is imprisoned by his Consul, reports that cases of 
bastinado are of frequent occurrence. The soldiers complained that they were starved. 
They are imprisoned by order of the Minister of War, in consequence of a riot at 
Wysh, near Suez, between them and some Bedouins. From Wysh they were sent to 
Keneh, and after being starved there, as they assert, for thirty-four days, they were 
sent to Cairo. 

I would also beg to report the case of Abdul Medjid Hassaremi. This man states 
that, through inadvertence, he caused a British soldier to fire off his musket, by which 
a Government horse was shot. _ The case was investigated by a British officer and 
dismissed. Notwithstanding this he has been imprisoned by the Egyptian authorities. 

On the whole, I consider the prisons good and well kept. They compare favour¬ 
ably with those in Turkey. I informed the Prefet do Police that I had been told 
bastinadoing went on. He vehemently denied the charge.

Egyptian Government intends to send Ismail Eyoub to [Khartoum] at once to 
replace present Governor-General, with General Stone as Chief of the Staff. They 
also propose to send the men required as quickly as they can be got together, dispatching 
them successively in battalions without arms. The arms will be sent separately, 
partly by Souakin, partly by the Nile. The Minister assures me that there is no 
danger to be apprehended here from the collection of the force, and that there are 
trustworthy officers available.

OMAR PASHA LOUTFI, the Minister of War, came to inform me this afternoon 
that alarming news had been received from the Soudan. Abdel Kader Pasha, the 
Governor-General, had telegraphed from Khartoum that the troops which he had sent 
against the Malidi, or false Prophet, had been cut off, and that a force of 10,000 men 
should be sent to reinforco him; otherwise he should not be able to defend the 
town. 

The Egyptian Government accordingly intend to appoint Ismail Pasha Eyoub in 
the place of Abdel Kader Pasha, with General Stone as Chief of the Staff, and to send 
them at once to Khartoum. 

It is also intended to raise the requisite force as quickly as possible, and to send 
off one battalion at a time to Upper Egypt. The rifles will bo sent separately, some 
by way of Suakin and the rest by the Nile. 

Omar Pasha Loutfi assured me that no danger was to be apprehended here from 
raising this army, and that trustworthy officers were available for employment on this 
service.

AS 1 had the honour to telegraph to your Lordship on the 14th instant, the object 
of Ismail Yousry Pasha’s coming to Ragusa was to obtain leave of the Austro- 
Hunganan Government to recruit Mussulmans in Bosnia and Herzegovina for the 
Egyptian gendarmerie. ~ 

On his arrival, as he held a British passport, I introduced him to the Political 
Agent, to whom he communicated the object of his mission, adding that if the 
Government were willing to allow him to enlist volunteers he would be prepared to 
engage the services of about 1,200, at £ E. 2£ per month each, besides board and 
two suits of clothes a-year. 

On the 17th the Political Agent informed the Pasha that the Government refused 
to allow him to carry out his projects, and that lie would not be permitted to travel in 
the two provinces, owing to their present disturbed state. 

Ismail Pasha informed me that had he known there would be any difficulties he 
would certainly not have come, but that lie had been misled by a letter from the 
Khedive, in which it was clearly stated that the matter had already been settled with 
the Austro-Hungarian Government. 

Ihe Pasha will start by tlio first steamer for Dulcigno, where ho has considerable 
property, and whence he will take his family to Egypt.

Dr. Maclcie to Earl Granville.—(Received October 28.) 

My Lord, Walmer Lodge, Walmer, October 27, 1882. 

BEEORE leaving to-night for Egypt I take the liberty of laying before your 
Lordship a few suggestions which have occurred to me. 

1. As regards the International Board of Health, that there should bo some 
means of insuring as capable men as possible being sent as Eelegates, by giving to the 
Board the power of accepting or refusing by secret vote any member proposed by a 
Consul-General. This, of course, would be open to objection, but some means there 
ought to be to make the members more select if the Board is to retain its present 
dimensions. The men sent by most of the smaller Powers are utterly ignorant of the 
work, take no interest and have no interest in it, and as often as not amuse themselves 
by being obstructive. 

2. That the number of Eelegates should be very much diminished, at least by 
half. That all the smaller Powers should be represented by one Eelegate. This 
would necessitate a diminution in the number of Egyptian Eelegates also. With the 
present number and character of Eelegates the Board is unworkable. 

3. If the European Powers insist that they have a vested interest in the institu¬ 
tion, and it is decided to carry it on, I would suggest that it should be divided, 
for better working, into two parts: a Medical Sanitary Council and an Administrative 
Council. The Sanitary Council to be composed of medical men, to decide when, how, 
and where quarantine is to be imposed, the general rules for the quarantine being well 
defined and fixed by the meeting which your Lordship has proposed by Circular to the 
Powers; the Administrative Council to supervise questions of administration, taxes, 
Budgets, salaries, employes, &e., all of which is at present done by the International 
Board, and for medical men implies a groat loss of time. In the Administrative 
Council some of the smaller Powers might bo represented if desired, as most of their 
Eelegates are men who understand “ comptabilite,” and nothing else. The Eolegate 
for Benmark has been once at the Board since its reconstitution under the present 
Khedive, which shows that tho Banish Government has little interest at stake, and 
most of the smaller Powers may bo classed with it. 

The improvement of native Egyptian hospitals and prisons is a subject which I 
should like to bring to the notice of your Lordship. Nothing, I am convinced, would 
exercise a more beneficial influence on tho masses in Egypt than kind and proper 
treatment when they are ill. This is shown very strongly by the readiness with which 
Arabs crowd from all parts of Egypt for advice and treatment at the Eeaconesses 
hospital, nursed by German sisters: they also attend largely the other European 
hospitals. I mention tho Eeaconesses’ hospital, as, being surgeon to it, I speak from 
daily experience. Sympathy of class for class is not part of the Egyptian character; 
consequently, when they are ill they have neither sympathy nor interest shown 
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in them by their own people, and they are quick enough to see and appreciate that 
conscientious interest in them is shown by Europeans. I am confident that well- 
organized, well-administered hospitals, nursed by European female nurses, assisted by 
Arabs for training, instead of the horrible dens and places in which they are now 
maltreated and starved when ill, would have great effect in raising the status of the 
fellah. They have great confidence in doctors, but are quick enough to find out 
whether they are worthy of confidence, and consequently most of then’ own men stand 
low in their estimation; and what they appreciate even more is our hospital nursing. 

It is by some means of this sort that the fellah is to be reached and his character 
and self-respect improved. He knows nothing about the Control, dual or single. The 
cry of Egypt for the Egyptians does not mean Egypt for the fellaheen population, the 
real population of Egypt,—it means Egypt for a few upstart Pashas, Beys, Effendis 
about Cairo and Alexandria, men who have got up the hue and cry for purposes of 
their own, and men who, if they had Egypt for themselves, have not the ability to 
administer it. All they want is to have all control abolished, so that they shall have 
everything in their own hands to rob and oppress as formerly. When an Egyptian 
becomes a Bey or Pasha he becomes arrogant, cruel, and an oppressor, a sort of 
traditional character which he feels bound to assume. These are the men against whom 
the fellaheen population has to be taught and helped to hold its own. But amidst 
such large and sweeping reforms as abolition of Controls, Ac., smaller things which 
will raise the standard of the population of Egypt are apt to be undervalued or 
overlooked. Proper justice by good, well-administered laws to give the fellah 
confidence and feeling of protection, and certainty of punishment only when deserved: 
well-administered institutions, in which they should be made to feel an interest by 
subscribing to support them; but institutions such as hospitals, which will make their 
benefit felt as the Deaconesses’ hospital in Alexandria has done, will do much to raise 
the self-respect of the masses of the population, at present down-trodden and brutish, 
and prevent return of such outbreaks as that of the 11th June. 

Reforms, or rather I might say innovations, such as I mention, it is not in the 
Egyptian character to carry out without European help, and Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment has it now in its power. The Khedive, though having the best intentions and 
kindest of hearts, has not the strength of character to cany out social reform to 
elevate the populatioil; ho is influenced and swayed by designing, intriguing Pashas 
about the Palace, and the population has lost very considerably its confidence in him 
and respect for him. 

Erom information gleaned by mo from the native populat ion with whom I am 
able to converse in their own language, they do not desire the abolition of “ Control 
they seem to feel better protected by it than by their own Ministers ; but what they 
find fault with most is the character and behaviour to them of many of the men sent 
to fill posts under the different Controls. And in this complaint I regret to say I can 
only agree with them; the selections in three-fourths of the cases have been 
unfortunate. To i discreet conduct on the part of many of the employes much 
bitterness and much of late troubles have been due, and not to the “ fact ” of the 
existence of “ Controls,” which they all know have benefited them, though no doubt 
wounding a little their amour propre, but the latter, the Egyptians, soon gets over if 
he is properly treated and handled. Turks and Egyptians appreciate good breeding, 
sincerity, and enthusiasm in work, though naturally insincere and lazy themselves, and 
above all, they appreciate a man who gives himself the trouble to learn their language. 
I would suggest, then, that for an office for which an elderly man is not absolutely 
necessary that young men should be selected, as they would be more likely to give 
themselves to tho study of Arabic, thus showing practically a little sympathy with 
the people. My experience is, that nearly all tho employes, certainly nearly all those 
from India, take little trouble to conceal their want ot‘ sympathy for the Egyptians or 
to conceal that they despise thorn, and few, if any, of them ever trouble to study the 
Egyptian character and find out Avliat good there is in it. Whoever arc going to occupy 
posts in Egypt for the future must be men of quick observation and careful 
judgment.

SIR CHARLES WILSON has given me a Report regardingthc Soudan. The 
following are its chief points: Eorces of the Ealse Prophet are estimated at from 
18,000 to 100,000 men. His object, by common report, is to conquer Egypt and to 
go to Mecca. If he captures Khartoum and comes on, the whole population would 
join him. Egyptian army being destroyed, Egyptian Government lias no means of 
checking advance unless British Government gives some assistance. Khartoum may 
fall soon, and consequences may be so serious as to necessitate dispatch of a large 
force from England. Tho relief of Khartoum must bo effected from Souakin. 
English officers should be sent at once to Khartoum to organize defence and report on 
real state of affairs. Indian contingent should be stopped at Aden, with a view to its 
eventually operating from Khartoum; 5,000 infantry, with duo proportion of 
cavalry and artillery, might be sufficient. Points to meet Palse Prophet would be 
Korobut and Assuan, if ho advances this way. Reappointment of Gordon Pasha or 
another Englishman is recommended. Direction of military operations against tho 
Ealse Prophet should be placed in the hands of General commanding Her Majesty’s 
troops in Egypt, as the only available troops aro British, and British officers must be 
largely employed.

Memorandum on the Soudan. 

SINCE tho date of my previous Memorandum on the Soudan the condition of 
the country appears to have become much worse. The position at present, as far as I 
understand it, seems to be that the Mahdi has been everywhere successful, and that 
the Governor-General of the Soudan states that if he does not receive reinforcements 
within a month Khartoum must fall. The force which the Mahdi lias at his disposal 
is variously estimated at from 80,000 to 150,000 men. His object, according to 
common report, is to conquer Egypt and then proceed to Mecca. To accomplish this 
he would, after having taken Khartoum, have to advance down the Nile, or upon 
Souakin, and thence along the Red Sea to Suez. 

The capture of Khartoum by the Mahdi would have a very bad political effect in 
Egypt; and if, following up his success, he were to advance down the Nile, it is 
almost certain that the whole population would join him. 

The excitement caused by recent events has not yet died out, and the people are 
now in a state of mind which would render them peculiarly sensible to the influence 
of a successful leader, advancing with all the prestige of a prophet whose advent had 
been foretold. 

The Egyptian army has been destroyed, and the Egyptian Government has no 
means at its disposal of checking the advance of the Mahdi. Unless the British 
Government gives some assistance, and that speedily, Khartoum must fall, and the 
consequences may be so serious as to necessitate the dispatch of a large force to Eawpt 
from England. 

The question divides itself into two:— 

1. The steps which should be taken for the immediate relief of Khartoum. 

2. Those which will become necessary when Khartoum has fallen. 

As a preliminary measure, it is of the greatest importance that we should have 
accurate knowledge of what is going on, and I would suggest that communication be 
opened up with some reliable European resident at Khartoum. 

The telegraph is now in working order to Khartoum, and there ought to bo no 
difficulty in obtaining reliable information of the Maluli’s progress. The Director of 
Telegraphs might bo asked to call up stations beyond Khartoum and demand infor¬ 
mation. Copies of all telegrams received by the Egyptian Government which relate 
to the state of the Soudan should be sent to Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General. 
The Government should be asked to supply at once a return of all guns, small arms, 
and ammunition known to have been sent to the Soudan. More vigorous efforts 
should be made to collect arms from tho fellaheen and from the Bedouins, so that in 
case a British force had to operate up the Nile there would be no fear of an armed 
force in rear. Tho guns, small arms, and ammunition belonging to the lato Egyptian 
army should be kept in British hands until tho country is quite settled. 

Tho relief of Khartoum must be effected from Souakin. I would suggest, in the 
first place, that somo English officers bo sent at once to Khartoum to organize the 
defence of the place and report on the real state of affairs; and, in the second, that 
tho Indian contingent be stopped at Aden with a view to its eventually operating from 
Souakin. 

The operations from Souakin must be conducted either by Indian troops paid 
by Egypt or by Turkish troops sent from Constantinople. The former course soeras 
preferable, as great political complications might arise from the employment of a 
Turkish force. I think a force of 5,000 infantry, with a due proportion of cavalry and 
artillery, would bo sufficient. 

The infantry force of tho contingent might be augmented by additional regiments 
from India; and a foreign legion might be formed out of tho Albanians, Turks, &c., 
who havo recently been enlisted for service in Egypt. I think that tho services of 
King John of Abyssinia might be utilized, and that a promise of the restoration of 
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Bogos and free port at Massowah would secure liis active co-operation in the Mahdi’s 
rear. 

Should Khartoum fall, the Mahdi will have to he met by British troops. His 
line of advance will be either across the Nubian Desert (eight days without water) or 
by the longer road which follows the Nile. In either case he will have to pass 
Korosko, and thence descend the Nile to the First Cataract at Assouan. The best 
points to resist the advance would be at Korosko, where the enemy would be met as 
he arrived in disorder after a long trying march across the desert, and at Assouan, 
where he would be caught debouching from the narrow valley at the First Cataract. 

There is railway communication to Sioui, and thence steamers run to Assouan. 
At present steamers of light draught can be easily drawn up the Cataract, and there is 
then good water communication to Wady Haifa. 

I would suggest that, as a precautionary measure, officers be sent up the river as 
far as Korosko to reconnoitre the country and prepare a plan of operations, in case it 
becomes necessary to send troops. I also think it would be advisable, in order to give 
the people confidence and prepare for future eventualities, to send one or two batta¬ 
lions to Siout, the terminus of the line of railway. 

If Khartoum falls, it will probably be necessary to operate up the Nile and from 
Souakin at the same time. It is very important that the reorganization of the Egyptian 
army should be rapidly pushed forward. I do not believe that the soldiers and subal¬ 
tern officers are much affected by the late rebellion; they merely followed their leaders, 
and, led by English officers, they would be more than equal to the badly-armed rabble 
led by the Mahdi. 

I would again urge the importance of employing Englishmen as Governor-General 
and Commander-in-chief in the Soudan. I do not know of any Egyptian capable of 
dealing with the present crisis. General Gordon is now out of employment, and if he 
could be persuaded to take up his old appointment for a few months the Soudan would 
soon be reduced to order. 

No steps should be taken by the Egyptian Government without consultation with 
the General commanding Her Majesty’s troops in Egypt. It would, in fact, be the 
best plan if the general direction of the military operations against the Mahdi were 
placed in his hands, as the only available troops are British, and British officers must 
be largely employed.

The 
Governor asks to be reinforced immediately by 10,000 men, on the ground that if he 
has not a large force at his disposal the insurrection will spread through all parts of 
the Soudan, in which case the pacification of the country would require an army of 
at least four times that number. 

I have now been asked by the Egyptian Government to submit to Her Majesty’s 
Government a request that English officers be allowed to accompany the force, which 
they will endeavour to equip as quickly as possible ; and I gather that they would be 
glad to avail themselves of the services of an English Chief of tho Staff.

Memorandum, on the “Acte d’Accusation” 

I HAVE read through the “ acte d’aecusation ” against Arabi Pasha, Mahmoud 
Sami Pasha, Toulha Pasha, Mahmoud Eehmy Pasha, Omar Eahmi, and Said Kandeel, 
as well as a large portion of the depositions of the prisoners and of the evidence of the 
witnesses. 

Certain errors have been found in the “ acte,” and it is to he recast; hut, as this 
will take some time, I think it may he useful to submit some remarks on the document 
in its present form. 

The “ acte ” consists of fifty-four pages of foolscap, half margin; of these 
twenty-two pages are devoted to a resume of the course of events from the 17th 
January, 1881, to the 10th June, 1882. The document then deals with the massacre 
of the 11th June, the burning and pillage of Alexandria on the 12th July, and the 
subsequent progress of the rebellion until the final surrender of Arabi and Toulha 
Pashas at Cairo. 

The evidence against the prisoners, and the explanations some of them have 
offered in their defence, are briefly summarized, and the following charges are then 
formulated, viz.:— 

1. Arabi, Toulba, Mahmoud Sami, Mahmoud Eehmi, and Omar Rahmi, are 
charged with having abused the flag of truce on the 12th July by withdrawing the 
troops and pillaging and by burning Alexandria whilst it was flying. 

2. All six prisoners are charged with having incited the Egyptians to arm against 
the Government of the Khedive. 

This crime is stated to come under Article 55 of the Ottoman Penal Code, which 
lays down that every one who directly or indirectly incites subjects of the Ottoman 
Empire to arm against the Imperial Government shall suffer death. 

3. Arabi, Mahmoud Eehmi, Toulba, and Mahmoud Sami, are charged with having 
continued the war after they had heard that peace was concluded. The fact that 
Arabi had been dismissed from his post as War Minister is quoted as an aggravation of 
the offence. 

This crime is said to come under Article 111 of the Ottoman Military Penal Code, 
viz:— 

“ Every Commander who, without motive, continues hostilities after ho has been 
officially informed of the conclusion of peace, or of an armistice, shall suffer death.” 

4. All six prisoners are charged with having incited the people to civil war and 
with having committed acts of destruction, massacre, and pillage, on Egyptian 
territory. 

These crimes are said to be punishable under Articles 56 and 57 of the Ottoman 
Penal Code. 

Article 56 lays down that any one who has incited civil war by persuading the 
people of the Ottoman Empire to arm against each other, or to commit acts of destruc¬ 
tion, massacre, or pillage, in one or more places, shall suffer death if the attempt has 
had any result, or if it has actually commenced. 

Art. 57. That if either of the crimes mentioned in Articles 55 and 56 have been 
committed by bodies of men, those who have directed the sedition, or who have held 
any command in such bodies of men, shall suffer death. 

In the preamble various matters, such as the meeting at Sultan Pasha’s house, 
the oath administered at Abdin Barracks, and the meeting of Notables and officers 
called by the Khedive at Abdin Palace, &c., are introduced and commented upon. 
The statements are made from the point of view of the prosecution; they will be 
contested by the defence, and their discussion will protract the trial. 

The first charge will be difficult to prove; at any rate, it will not be easy to bring 
home personal responsibility to any one, except, perhaps, Toulba Pasha, who was 
Commandant of Alexandria. 

The second will raise questions with reference to the encouragement given by the 
Sultan and the Porte to Arabi, and the political character of the rebellion. 

The third is useless, as the Article of the Code quoted refers to war with a foreign 
enemy; the charge itself leads to tlio inference that a state of war existed between 
England and the Khedive. 

Tho fourth supposes a stato of civil war, which would not bo easy to prove; and 
personal complicity with massacre cannot be brought home to Toulba Pasha, as 
Commandant of Alexandria, and Said Kandeel, as Prefet do Police of Alexandria, on 
the 11th June. 


I gather from the answers given by the prisoners that their line of defence will 
be somewhat as follows: That the amnesty granted by the Khedive during the Raglicb 
Ministry covers all acts committed up to the date of its issue, except those connected 
with the massacre of the lltli June; and that tho Sultan, by decorating Arabi with 
the Grand Cordon of the Mcdjidieli, expressed his approval, as Suzerain, of the 
political movement as far as it had then gone. That tho action of tho Egyptian 
authorities, which brought about the bombardment of Alexandria, was decided upon 
at a Cabinet Council, under the presidency of the Khedive ; and that the hoisting 0 f 
the white flag, and refusal to comply with Sir B. Seymour’s demand for tho surrender 
0± some of the forts were equally due to the decisions of Cabinet Councils, at which 
the Khedive presided. That the English fired after the white flag was hoisted, and 
that when the time allowed by the Admiral expired they reverted to a stato of war. 
lhat the troops were then ordered to withdraw, as the English were expected to land 
every. moment. That Alexandria was burned by Suleiman Sami (not vet arrested) 
and his regiment. That when the troops retired to Kafr-Dowar, the Khedive’s Order 
m Council to resist the English Was still in force, and that when the Khedive took 
retuge with the English ho was no longer a free agent, and his subsequent acts, 
including the dismissal of Arabi, of no effect. That a Council of Notables was then 
assembled to decide on the question of peace or war, and that the continuation of the 
war was the result of their decision. 

There is no direct evidence against Arabi of complicity in the massacre of tho 
lltli June, or of Ins having ordered the burning and pillage of Alexandria. There is 
however, a reasonable suspicion that lie was aware that a riot was to be created at 
Alexandria on the lltli >j une for political motives. There is evidence that Arabi tried 
™ ™k and irresolute manner, to stop tho burning and pillage of Alexandria on the 
12th July, when he was made aware Avhat was going on. 

I think the charges have been badly framed, and that it would have saved much 
time and trouble if the prisoners had been tried on tho simple issue of military 
rebellion against the Khedive. The case seems to be one of a successful military 
mutiny quelled by foreign intervention, and complicated by the fact that the entire 
army took part m the mutiny, and that, with few exceptions, the native population 
either sympathized with the movement, or was apathetic. 

One remarkable feature of tho examination has been the manner in which the 
native Egyptians have held together. Nearly all the evidence in support of the 
prosecution has been derived from men of Turkish or Syrian origin in Government 
employ. No fellah officer has disclosed any important secret connected with the 
movement. 

r l he ability of some of tho fellah officers is beyond question, and they have on 
more than one occasion shown themselves to bo more than a match for the Turkish 
members of the Commission. 

The broad line which separates the Turkish governing class from the men of 
fellah origin, has also been very marked; the discussions in the Commission have, as a 
rule, been carried on in Turkish, and some of the members do not seem to speak 
Arabic fluently. 1 

The examinations liavo been carried on with the special view of gotting up the 
case for the prosecution ; great consideration is shown to tho prisoners, but°points in 
favour of their defence are not brought out. Bor instance, in the “ acte d’aceusation ” 
no mention is made of the Cabinet Councils held under tho Khedive’s presidency at 
Bamlch, though the prisoners justify many of their actions by the decisions Avliich 
woro taken at them. 

In conclusion, I must express my belief that on the existing evidence no English 
court-martial would convict the prisoners, except perhaps Toulba and Said Kandeel, of 
any greater crime than that ol taking part in a successful military revolt against the 
Khedive.

Captain Moncrieff adds that M. Herbin has reported the circumstances 
in full to the Acting Erench Consul-General in Egypt, in order that the latter might 
discuss them with me, but I have not yet received any communication on the subject, 
verbally or by letter, from my Erench colleague.

Captain Moncrieff to Sir E. Malet. 

(Extract.) Steam-ship “ Bengal” near Camaran, October 7,1882. 

ON my way to Hodeidah from Souakin I spent a day, 29th September, with the 
Acting Erench Vice-Consul, M. Herbin, Lieutenant d’Infanterie. He showed me a 
letter from the King of Abyssinia, addressed to the Vice-Consulate, the name of 
M. Raffery, lately at the post, being used, but intended for M. Herbin himself, who 
has lately spent some months in Abyssinia, and would seem to have taken some stops 
which produced the letter. As well as the letter, M. Herbin gave me the translation 
into Erench to read. 

The King said that he wished to make a friendship with the Erench nation, who 
had been good towards his ancestors, and that he wanted to have cannons and guns. 
He referred to the English as having neglected to meet his views of receiving 
assistance from them, and that he had been discouraged. He implied in short that he 
had been “ taken up and dropped.” He said nothing about a port, nor asked for 
anything specific except the arms; but he added that if the Erench Vice-Consul’s 
orders would permit him to pay a visit, he should be very glad to receive him. 

The Vice-Consul expressed his opinion that, unless the present occasion was made 
use of, it would never be possible during the King’s reign to open up Abyssinia in any 
degree for its own benefit and the world in general. 

He said that the King was a perfect savage, and would never repeat his overtures, 
being too much impressed by his own dignity not to feel deeply hurt at their want of 
success. He added that as it was improbable (impossible, I think he said) that Erance 
could take any steps in the matter without the concurrence of England, he intended, 
in sending the King’s letter to his Consul-General in Egypt, to propose that yourself 
should be consulted. He proposed to me to join him, if able, in promoting some 
measures, and offered to procure me a similar letter to that he had received from the 
King, either addressed to me officially or personally, as I might prefer. 

I replied that I had no instructions, and was unaware of the views of my 
Government regarding Abyssinia, and that, for the present at least, I thought it 
better not to accept his much-appreciated offer, which might prove embarrassing. 
That I would, however, with his permission, mention the matter to yourself. 

The idea of M. Herbin seems to be that England and Erance should send each a 
visitor to the King, and arrange with him for the establishment of a Consulate of each 
country, and their countries only. 

That Egypt should be persuaded to give the Abyssinians every facility for using 
the port of Massowa for their commerce, but that they should not have a port of 

their own. . 

I asked what he thought about the arms asked for by His Majesty, and he said 
they would have to bo given. I remarked that there would probably be a strong 
protest on the part of Egypt, and M. Herbin said, “ The cannon and guns might bo 
given, but not the ammunition.” 

Until M. Herbin expressed such a view, I conceived a rather high idea of his 
aspirations for the good of Abyssinia and his abilities. Ho spoke seriously. He

» +1 * HAVE as . ked f° ^ aw U P a Memorandum explaining the nature and object 
of the several institutions m Egypt connected with the Public Debt; I have prepared, 
accoidmgly, the following note, at the close of which I have added some remarks on 
the employment of Europeans in Egypt, and on the taxation of Europeans. 

2 . I he debt of Egypt is divided into three groups:—

. S ’ Each group has its separate guarantees and securities. I will enumerate them 
in order, as succinctly as possible. 

.(\) Fre f erence a.nd Unified Stock. —The “ Caisse do la Detto Publique ” is 
appointed to receive and to pay out the revenues assigned to this group. The Caisse 
was ms i u ed by Kliedivial Decree of tho 2nd May, 1876; its attributions were 
reoiganizod, confirmed and enlarged by the Law of Liquidation. It has four 
members : an English, Erench, Austrian, and Italian. They are appointed for five 
yeais, and may be nominated by tlicir respective Governments. The revenues assigned 
to tins group are the revenues of the railways, the telegraphs, the Port of Alexandria, 
|looUJ 2 l 
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the Customs, and of four provinces. These revenues must he paid directly into the 
“ Caisse de la Dette Publique,” whose receipts alone are valid. No modification in any 
of the taxes in force in the assigned provinces which is likely to entail diminution of 
revenue can he made without the consent of the members of the Caisse. The 
Government can raise no fresh loan without their consent. Monthly statements of 
accounts are furnished to the Caisse through the Pinance Minister by the heads of the 
assigned provinces and Administrations. The Caisse, finally, has a corporate legal 
status, and can sue the Government before the International Tribunals. In the 
discharge of its business it is wholly independent of the Government, and has the 
nomination, dismissal, and control of its employes. 

Of the branches of revenue assigned to this first group, that of the railways, 
telegraphs, and port of Alexandria, which is assigned exclusively to the Preference 
Stock , is also the subject of special guarantees. By Decree of the 18th November, 

1876, a Mixed Commission, on which there must he an Englishman, a Erenchman, 
and an Egyptian, administer the railways. The two former hold office for five years, 
and may be nominated by their respective Governments. Their attributions prac¬ 
tically put the administration wholly into their hands, to the almost absolute exclusion 
of tho Government. They look to the Commission of the Caisse to protect their 
privileges as against the Government. Tho Law of Liquidation confirms their 
position. 

The Customs Administration is at present presided by an Englishman; hut there 
is no guarantee given in this respect. In the four assigned provinces the administra¬ 
tion is entirely in the hands of the Government. 

(2.) The Daira Sanieh group. This debt is secured by the hypothecation of 
about 435,000 acres, mostly situated in "Upper Egypt, secured, on behalf of the 
creditors of the loan, to Messrs. Goschen and Joubcrt by Contract of the 12th July, 

1877. A native Director administers these lands, under the control and supervision of 
a Commission consisting of an Eglishman and a Erenchman, appointed for a term and 
on conditions similar to those of the Caisse and the Railways. They can sue the 
Government before the International Tribunals. They frame their budget, and pass 
their accounts in session with a superior Council consisting of the three, the Minister 
of Einance, and the two Controllers-General; or (failing these) tho English and 
Erench members of the “Caisse dc la Dette Publique.” They have otherwise no 
connection with the Commission of the Caisse, whose duties arc limited to the first 
group. The Commission of the Daira Sanicli pays to the Government the land 
revenue assessed on the estate hypothecated to it, and to the creditors tho surplus. 
Its chief source of income is sugar. 

(3.) The Domains Lands group. This debt is secured by the hypothecation of 
425,977 acres, mostly situated in Lower Egypt, and (in tho event of their net rental 
being insufficient for tho coupon), by tho revenues of the Province of Keneh. The 
lands are administered jointly by a Commission of one Englishman, one Erenchman, 
and one Egyptian. The remarks above made as to the attributions of the Daira 
Sanieh Commission apply, with immaterial modifications, to the Commission of the 
Domains Lands. The chief source of income of this Commission is cotton. 

Between them these two Commissions occupy one-fifth of the soil of Egypt, and 
pay one-tenth of the land revenue. 

4. All the above three Commissions, in the event of the funds specially assigned 
to them proving in any year insufficient, have power to fall back on tho final and 
general Government guarantee which thoy possess, and to make up tho deficit from 
the general resources of the Treasury. The Treasury, however, has no adequate 
means per contra of insisting on economy in the Administration of these Commissions 
in consideration of the obligation imposed on it. 

5. It will thus be seen that tho guarantees assigned to the creditors of the several 
groups are material and administrative. They have, that is, both an assignment of 
revenues, and, in whole or in part, the management of the revenues assigned. The 
local representatives of the creditors can also sue Government. As the Government 
has no means of effectively controlling their expenditure, and as they have, in the last 
resort, an unqualified claim on the general guarantee of the Government, their posi¬ 
tion is very strong. Their groat territorial possessions, and their influence in the rail¬ 
ways and the Customs further strengthen their great influence in tho country. 

6. Outside these three groups lies the institution of the Control. The Control 
was originally established by Decree of tho 13tli November, 1870. The object then 
aimed at w T as to give it power to prevent embezzlement by the then Khedive of tho 
State revenues, whether assigned or otherwise. There was a Controller of Receipts 
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and a Controller of Expenditure. The former (an Englishman, in virtue of the 
Decree) was charged with tho collection of all the revenues; he had under Iris orders 
all the collecting staff; their nomination originated from him; he could suspend 
them; no direct taxes could be collected till he had signed the schedules of assignment. 
The other Controller (a Erenchman, also in virtue of the Decree) was rather an auditor 
than anything else); but the direct powers of interference exercised by his colleague 
were very considerable. 

Hence, while the assigned revenues were cared for by the three Commissions, the 
general revenues, which formed the ultimate guarantee to the creditors, were watched 
by the Controllers. 

7. But, after the fall of Ismail Pasha, by Decree of the 15th November, 1879, the 
direct powers of the Control were done away with. Its powers were limi ted to inquiry 
and advice. Its business was to assist the Government in good government, and so, 
no doubt, indirectly to strengthen the general guarantees for the debt. But, on the 
other hand, to enable the Government freely to exercise tho attributions reserved to it, 
and thus to arrive at good administration, the Control was equally bound to assist it 
in repelling all encroachments on the part of the three Commissions. The most 
notable instance in which it exercised this part of its duties was during the Law of 
Liquidation, when, in opposition to a strong party in the Commission of Liquidation, 
Messrs. Baring and De Blignidres obtained for the Government, in the redistribution 
of assets between “ assigned ” and “ non assigned ” which then took place, a proportion 
which was considerably in excess of what, for the needs of merely current administra¬ 
tion, were strictly necessary. The services of the Control to the Government on that 
occasion were invaluable. 

The Law of Liquidation (Decree of the 17th July, 1880), by the international recog¬ 
nition of tho creditors’ rights immensely strengthened their position. Erom that time, 
the Control identified itself unreservedly with the Government, and has been its back¬ 
bone in all the many questions at issue between it and the three Commissions, as well 
as in the stand it constantly has to make against unreasonable or undue claims on the 
part of individual Europeans. The published Annual Reports of the Controllers for 
1880 and 1881 put into clear relief their attitude vis-d-vis tho Government; which, for 
the rest, is amply shown by tho papers emanating from the Control during 1881 and 
the first half of 1882, which are printed in the Blue Books. 

8. The foregoing remarks show, I think, what is the nature of the securities 
given to the bondholders, what are the functions discharged by the several Com¬ 
missions appointed to protect their interests, and what is the position, relatively to 
those Commissions and to the Government, of the Control. In relation to what has 
been said here on this last point, I would beg particularly attention to the Memoranda 
dated respectively the 9th September and (I think) the 20th September, which I had 
tho honour of submitting to Lord Granville. 

9. Employment of Europeans in Egypt. — Mr. Eitz-Gerald’s note of the 10th 
September, 1882, inclosed in Sir E. Malot’s despatch of tho 11th September, has 
dealt with this subject at some length. One point, however, seems to mo to deserve 
attention, which has scarcely received tho prominence it deserves. 

10. Employes in Egypt are divided into two classes—those who are paid by the 
Egyptian taxpayer: those who are paid by revenues derived in whole or in part from 
Europeans. 

Under tho fii’st head fall tho State employes, as a body. But there are notable 
exceptions hero also. The Customs, the Port, the Telegraph, tho Railways, the Post 
Office, tho Octrois, derive their revenues in very large measure from Europeans, the 
native taxpayer contributing a quota, which, in some cases, is little more than that of 
tho European. Tho International Tribunals employ a very large number of Europeans, 
and are mainly supported by fees paid by European litigants. The above Admini¬ 
strations employ in all 465 Europeans, or more than a third of the whole number 
employed in Egypt. 

In tho second class come the numerous employes of the Daira and the Domains. 
These are paid from lands which w r cre formerly the private property of the Khedive or 
his family. Their salaries now come out of the pockets of the bondholders, on whose 
behalf the Daira and Domains lands are administered. Moro than half the European 
employes in Egypt fall in these two classes. I do not for a moment wish to question 
tho preferential claim of Egyptians to employment in Egypt. I wish only to point 
out that European employes are very largely paid either by European capital, or from 
funds hypothecated to Europeans. 

The following statement shows precisely the state of European salaries in Egypt.

The average salary is, in round figures, 283Z. per annum. Of the 13 receiving 
more than 2,000/., 4 are the members of the “ Caisse de la Dette Publique,” 4 are the 
members of the Daira Sanieh and Domains Commissions ; 2 are the members of the 
Railway Commission; 3 only are Egyptian employes, unconnected with the service of 
the debt. The 2 who receive 4,000/. per annum are the Controllers. 

11. Taxation of Europeans in Egypt. — Of the total revenue of Egypt, viz., 
8,946,556/., the sum of 433,240/. is derived from sources to which the Egyptians 
only, to the exemption of Europeans, contribute. Of these the chief are, the pro¬ 
fessional tax, imposed on non-agriculturists, which yields 195,515/.; the house tax, 
66,617/.; the revenue from commercial stamps, 83,468/. The great source of 
Egyptian revenue is the land tax, to which all alike , European or Egyptian , contribute 
on precisely the same terms. The land tax gives more than 5,000,000/. The bondholders 
of the Daira Sanieh and the Domains pay one-tenth of the land revenue of Egypt. 
Indirect taxes similarly, such as the octrois, customs, salt, fall alike on all classes. 
The late disturbances alone prevented a house tax from being imposed. The Decree 
was ready, and the English and Erench Governments had agreed to support the 
Egyptian Government in imposing it. The Capitulations prevent the Egyptian 
Government from imposing a professional tax, or stamp dues on Europeans. But 
I do not think it is generally known how very small a part of Egyptian revenues is 
derived from taxes imposed solely on Egyptians, to the exclusion of Europeans. It 
certainly is not generally known that in the year 1880 the Egyptian Government, 
acting on the advice of the Controllers, abolished twenty-eight different taxes, 
aggregating annually 377,308/., to which Egyptians alone had hitherto contributed.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-martial on the 
Prisoners for the Week ending October 21, 1882. 

October 15.—Prisoners Khalil Bey Kamil, Said Boy Kandeel, Ali Boy Daoud, and 
Saad Abu Gebel were interrogated with reference to the events of tho 11th June and 
12th July. 

October 16.—Ibrahim Bey Eouzi and a Greek, Mandi, wore examined on tho some 
points. 

October 17.—The Acte d’Accusation was brought in by Borclli Bey, counsel for 
the prosecution, and read to the Commission. Certain errors were found in the Acte, 
and Borclli Bey expressed his intention of recasting it. 
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Mahmoud Sami Pasha and Earaj Youssef were interrogated. 

October 18.—Osman Pasha Eouzi complained that his Koran had been taken from 
him on the 5th instant. The- Prefet de Police stated that, on the 5th, Shokri Bey 
came down to the now prison with a number of Palace cavasses, and said that he had 
the Khedive’s permission to search tho prisoners. The cavasses then went round the 
rooms, and carried off all the books, amulets, and small articles which tho prisoners 
had in their possession. These articles were taken to the Palace, and subsequently 
sent to the Prdfot do Police, who does not know whether everything was forwarded to 
him. The Prefet stated that no knives were found, except a small pen-knife which 
Arabi Pasha appears to have been allowed to keep when he and Toulba were searched 
by the regular police on being handed over to the Egyptian Government. All the 
other prisoners had been in the Egyptian prison at the police office for nearly a 
fortnight, and everything considered dangerous had been taken away from them. It 
thus appears that the day after the prisoners were removed to tho new prison and 
placed in solitary confinement, with an English guard mounted over the entrance, and 
a couple of hours after the transfer of Arabi, the Khedive’s cavasses, ostensibly with 
His Highness’ permission, came down and stripped the prisoners of their amulets, 
books, and private effects. 

Several police officials gave evidence with respect to the massacre of the 11th 
Juno and incendiarism on the 12th July. 

October 19.—A number of officers and police officials were examined with 
reference to the events of tho 11th June and 12th July. The evidence showed 
clearly the part taken by the Mustafazin, or gendarmes, and their officers in the 
massacre. 

October 20.—No sitting held. 

October 21.—After taking more evidence on the massacre and the burning of 
Alexandria the Commission adjourned, over Bairam, to Saturday, the 28th instant. 

The Acte d’Accusation has been commented upon in the Memorandum forwarded 
on Ike 20th instant.

My Lord, Cairo, October 24, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith a summary of General Baker’s scheme 
for the reorganization of the Egyptian army, which the General has requested me to 
communicate to your Lordship. He informs me that tho Egyptian Government seem 
to bo prepared to adopt the scheme in principle, but that details arc still under dis¬ 
cussion. It is understood by them that tho scheme, in whatsoever form it is finally 
adopted, is not to bo put into execution till it has been sanctioned by Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

On the 20th instant, happening to ho at Cherif Pasha’s, I was shown two draft 
Decrees, one appointing General Baker to ho a General of Division (“ Eerik ”) in the 
Egyptian army, the other naming him Chief of the Staff. 

I said that I had no objection to make to tho first, but that I must request that 
tho nomination as Chief of the Staff should stand over until I had communicated with 
your Lordship, as I considered such an appointment to bo part of tho execution of 
tho general scheme of reorganization, and that therefore it first required your Lord¬ 
ship’s sanction. 

I learnt subsequently from General Baker that ho does not desiro to bo named 
Chief of tho Staff, and that he was very glad that I had prevented it. 

Sir A. Colvin has examined the document inclosed herewith, and says that ho has 
little to say with regard to it, except that ho would limit tho army at present to 
6,500 men and would, from the first recruit, enlist and drill tho men intended for the 
gendarmerie as a separate force, as ho considers that, onco corporate with the army, it 
would bo difficult to separate them.

Summary of General Baker's Scheme for the Reorganization of the Egyptian Army . 

THE conditions attending tlie reorganization of tlie Egyptian army are excep¬ 
tionally difficult. 

Three thousand of Arabia officers have been sent to their homes. The old army 
is disbanded. Nothing remains hut a few good officers who have been loyal, and a 
mass of old and useless officers who, not having been actually engaged with Axabi, 
now claim to he employed as a reward for their problematical loyalty. Thus, there 
exists only a handful of good officers, no non-commissioned officers, and no men. 

Prom whence can these wants be supplied ? 

There is a strong feeling on the part of the Khedive and his Government against 
the employment of an entirely alien army ; and a desire to utilize the officers who 
have remained loyal, and, at the same time, not to close the superior ranks of the 
army to them. 

"Under these circumstances there appears to me but one system to he adopted, 
viz., when the chiefs of the revolt are tried and punished, to grant an amnesty to the 
junior officers not specially compromised, and to the non-commissioned officers and 
men, and to select the very best of them for employment in the new Egyptian army. 
At the same time, to maintain a certain alien force which shall keep tho Egyptian 
element in check. As very few Egyptian superior officers exist who could he 
re-employed, to engage English officers upon the Indian system for tho superior ranks 
of at least half the army, and for the entire alien force. 

Prom whence can these aliens he drawn ? 

Mehemet Ali employed many thousands of Albanians in his army, and many 
still remain in the country. They form admirable material, and would he joined by 
their relations from Albania if opportunities of service wero offered. 

In addition to the army a gendarmerie force would bo necessary. It would, in 
my opinion, he unwise to interfere with the existing police system at such a critical 
moment. The gendarmerie should he attached to the local Governors for direction 
and employment, but the Administration and Inspectors of the (force should be under 
the military head at Cairo. The gendarmerie should be under specially-selected 
officers in the Egyptian service, but the Inspectors should be English. 

The present constitution of the army and gendarmerie is proposed as follows :— 

Infantry. —12 battalions of 500 men each. _ _ -• 

Three of these battalions (alien) and three battalions (Egj'ptiun) under English 
superior officers. Part of this whole iorco when organized might idtcr- 
wards be turned into gendarmerie. 

Mounted Infantry. —2 battalions of 500 men each (alien) under English superior officers. 

Cavalry. —1 regiment of 500 men (alien) under English superior officers. 

Artillery , Coast. —2 battalions of 500 men each; one under English superior officers. 

If it is decided that the coast fortresses should not be maintained, this force 
would not be required. 

Artillery, Field. —6 batteries of 100 men each; half English superior officers. 

Engineers. —1 company of 100 men; English superior officers. 

Supply Service, Hospital, Sfc. —300 men. 

Gendarmerie. —1,400 men. To be added to hereafter. -English Inspectors. 


The state of the country, and the fact that tho Bedouins are now armed with 
Remington rifles, will make the maintenance of a certain army necessary for some 
time to come; also tho difficulties in tho Soudan, and the powers of the Malidi or 
Palse Prophet, would mako it impossible to leave Egypt without an army. It will be 
seen that my propositions would givo at present—

My Lord, Cairo, October 24, 1882. 

I INCLOSE herewith a copy of a Memorandum from Sir Charles Wilson respect¬ 
ing prisoners awaiting trial for complicity in the recent rebellion. He observes that 
at Alexandria there are many prisoners, and that it is currently reported that the 
prisons throughout the country are being rapidly filled. Your Lordship will remember 
that on the 10th instant I addressed a Circular to the Consular authorities under me 
to ascertain tho number of arrests which had been made. As yet I have received 
only one reply, from Mr. West, Her Majesty’s Consul at Suez, w r ho, writing on the 
18th instant, transmits a translation of a letter from the Governor, stating that the 
number of the prisoners at Suez was two. I inclose copy of Mr. West’s despatch and 
inclosure. 

I have received a verbal assurance from the Government that the number of 
political prisoners in the provinces is very small, hut until I receive answers to my 
Circular I cannot tell what value to attach to tho rumour mentioned by Sir Charles 
Wilson. 

Sir Charles’ suggestion, that an amnesty should he granted at the Bairam, is rather 
late, as the Memorandum is dated the day before yesterday, which was Sunday, and 
the Bairam occurred yesterday. An amnesty to all officers up to the rank of captain, 
inclusive, not accused of crime, was to have been issued on the return of the Khedive 
to Cairo, but it has not yet appeared. I spoke to Cherif Pasha about it yesterday, and 
he said that it had been delayed through the wish of the Government to publish at tlie 
same time a Decree amnestying civilians, and that tho wording of such a Decree had 
presented difficulties.

Memorandum. 

THERE are at present 130 men in prison at Cairo awaiting trial for complicity 
in the recent rebellion. At Alexandria thero are many prisoners, and it is currently 
reported that the prisons throughout tho country are being rapidly filled. It is also 
said that in some places tho prisoners have been ill-treated, and that men have been 
thrown into prison for tho most trifling offences. 

It is not impossible that tho fellaheen may attribute tho arrests to English 
influence, and that the very people it is desirable to conciliate may thus become 
alienated from us, and moro hostilo in feeling towards Europeans. It seems in every 
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Tvay most desirable tbat tlie Khedive should take an early opportunity of granting 
a general amnesty, except for certain offences, and allow the country to settle down 
again. An act of grace of this kind would come well at Bair am, and be in accordance 
with Moslem custom. 

At Cairo the prisoners comprise all classes of tho population; Sheikhs from the 
mosques, officers of the army, members of the Civil Service, police officials, merchants, 
private gentlemen, &c. Many of them seem to have been imprisoned cither as a 
matter of precaution, or because they were adherents of Ismail or Halim. The Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry, after sitting more than three weeks, have only formulated charges 
against six of the prisoners. At this rate the prosecution will last at least six months. 
I have brought this to the notice of the President of the Commission, but he does not 
seem to have power to act. He has, however, asked Biaz Pasha to furnish the Com¬ 
mission with a list of all prisoners, showing tho crimes of which they are accused. I 
would strongly urge that Biaz Pasha be pressed to furnish the list as early as possible; 
and that the Commission be empowered to make a summary examination of each 
man’s case, and to discharge those against whom only trifling accusations have been 
brought. 

As regards the provinces, I would suggest that Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart be 
sent on a tour of inspection, with instructions to ascertain the number of arrests for 
complicity in tlie late rebellion, and the truth of tho reports of ill-treatment. He 
might commence with Siout and the Payourn, whence some of the reports come. At 
Alexandria a list similar to that asked for at Cairo might be obtained through Her 
Majesty’s Vice-Consul. 

It is not quite clear how far the civilian element amongst the prisoners comes 
under the conditions laid down by Her Majesty’s Government. Sir Garnet Wolseley 
decided that all officers arrested should be considered as prisoners of war, and placed 
in tho same position as Arabi and Toulba. Does this apply to the Sheikhs, private 
gentlemen, members of the Civil Service, &c., who are now in prison?

Sir A. Paget to Earl Granville.—(Received October 31.) 

(No. 388. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Rome, October 27, 1882. 

M. MANCINI has not yet returned to Borne from Capodimonte, but his 
Excellency is expected to-morrow. 

Baron Blane, the Secretary-General, arrived from leave of absence the day before 
yesterday, and I returned his visit to-day. 

He at once spoke with great concern, without my having made tlie faintest 
allusion to the subject, respecting the deplorable line taken by the Italian press against 
England during the Egyptian crisis; and the consequence of which, as he was 
informed, had been to forfeit for Italy the sympathy and good feeling which she had 
previously enjoyed in English estimation. What had aggravated matters was, he said, 
that some of the papers which had been most violent passed for having relations with 
some of the Italian Ministers, and therefore, of course, what was written in these was 
understood as representing the sentiments of the Ministry. Baron Blanc asserted, in 
tho most earnest terms, that tlie Consulta had no connection with any paper whatever, 
either directly or indirectly. He explained that a great part of the Italian press had 
been bought by the Kadical party in Prance, and that the tone in which it wrote was 
the result of a mot d'ordre issued by that party. He observed, as a confirmation of 
this, and as a very significant fact, that the new Treaty between Prance and Tunis, 
which had just como to light, had not been commented on at all by the press in 
question. 

Baron Blane continued to speak at considerable length upon the above subject; 
and he then entered into some explanations respecting the policy of the Italian 
Government preceding and during the Conference. 

He stated that all that had been said and done by the Italian Government to prevent 
isolated action in Egypt had been directed solely to prevent the joint action of Franco 
with England. The moment Prance withdrew from our companionship the appre¬ 
hensions of the Italian Government had ceased to exist. They were not in the least 
jealous of the predominant position which England had acquired for herself in Egypt, 
and they had perfect confidence that tho interests of Italy in that country would 
never suffer in the hands of England. That this language might not be thought 
adopted after our successes, he appealed to me as to whether he had not always spoken 
in the same sense. He knew that these were also the sentiments of M. Mancini. 
There was perfect agreement between them, and the policy which had been settled 
was to complete the alliance with Austria and Germany by one with England. 
This, however, he feared had now been thwarted by the insane writings of the Italian 
press. 

I did not think it necessary to make many remarks in reply to Baron Blanc’s 
observations. 

I said that I was sorry I could not contradict him as to the impression produced 
in England by tho attacks which had been made upon us in Italy. What had struck 
people was their unanimity. No one, I said, could understand why- Italy, of ail 
countries, after the services which, had been rendered her by England, should be the 
most violent in vilifying, misrepresenting, and denouncing our acts and objects. I said 
I did not speak from anything I had heard officially, but simply repeated what had 
been said to me by almost everyone I had met, and I was bound to say frankly, since 
he had begun the subject, that I was afraid it would be some time before the mischief 
which had been done could bo repaired.

I SAIL Thursday. 

Yesterday I announced my departure to the Sultan, in case he might wish to 
see me. 

His Majesty sent a friendly message, hut added that he could not help expressing 
his surprise at the news. 

The arrangement, he thought, would cause considerable sensation, and might he 
susceptible of different interpretations. He could not, however, ask me not to go to 
Egypt, hut he would he glad if I would submit the foregoing observations to your 
Lordship, and communicate to him your reply.

Brigadiers. Expense of English officers reduced to 39,100/. The sentence giving 
the total estimate for the Budget omitted.

Aprds avoir pourvu aux cadres des sous-officiers on se trouve en prdsence de la 
difficulte de donner a l’armde des chefs capables et en nombre suffisant; or, il est 
dvident qu’il n’existe pas en Egypte une rdunion d’officiers capables, et je suis amend 
reeommander de la fa§on la plus catdgorique d’engager au service du Khddive, et avee 
le consentement de Sa Majestd Britannique, un certain nombre d’officiers Anglais. 

(Dependant, il convient de fane remarquer qu’en chargeant des officiers Anglais 
seuls du eommandement de l’armde Egyptienne, on grdverait le Budget d’une sommo 
importante et qu’en second lieu on paraitrait faire acto de mdhancc envers les officiers 
qui ont donnd pendant les derniers dvdnements des preuves de leur fiddlitd.

I HAVE received the following from M. Handel, Austrian Consul at Khartoum, 
whom I requested to report situation:— 

“ Khartoum, October 30. 

. “ The rebellion in the Soudan arose after the suppression of the rising in Sanaar. 
The rebellion to the west of the White Nile led by Aluncd, son of Makashif, at 
Daween, and by the inhabitants of Da ween. The soldiers attacked the rebels and 
killed 3,000 of them, and blocked the cast end of the river at Marabish. The 
Bedouins have rebelled, and all places are guarded. The Government has blockaded 
the Nile with steamers and boats, and stopped navigation from west to east at 
Kordofan. The rebellion is led by the Mahdi, assisted by the Bedouins of Bekara, 
Hame, Bederuja-rizkat, and others from Darfour. During the past month the Mahdi 
and his army besieged the Kadour Mountain and assaulted the white province, where 
there were 5,000 soldiers, who attacked the rebels and killed upwards of 20,000 of 
them, and occupied the province ever since. No more fighting took place there. 
The Governor-General at the same time sent a reinforcement of 2,500 men, but no 
news have [sic] received of their arrival. If they arrive they will be able to maintain 
order, but if they are attacked ou the way there will be no peace in the Soudan. I 
have been informed that small-pox is raging among the followers of the Mahdi, and 
they have consequently deserted him. At the time of the arrival of Abdul Kader Pasha 
in the Soudan there was an army of 11,000 men dispersed in the different parts of 
the Soudan. He, however, recruited 15,000 from the Danaklas and Berbereens; total, 
26,000 men. Two thousand of these have sided with the rebels. All the provinces of 
the Soudan are awaiting the victory of the Mahdi to rise. Thank God, Abdul Kader 
Pasha is protecting the Soudan, and but for his presence the Mahdi would have 
occupied the Soudan. Unless sufficient reinforcements are sent as' soon as possible, 
there will be no peace, and the rebellion cannot bo suppressed.”
